The 20th Air Force, occupying a unique 
position, that of being available for as- 
signment by the Joint Chiefs of Staff to 
any vital project, is commanded by Gen- 
eral Henry H. Arnold, commanding gen- 
eral of the AAF.

On the Army Hour program, broadcast 
18 June over the NBC network, General 
Wolfe interviewed B-29 crew members 
who participated in the raid on the Japa- 
nese homeland. Picked up from Chung- 
king, the broadeast afforded listeners an 
opportunity to hear first-hand accounts 
of the operation. Moderate and inaccurate 
antiaircraft fire was reported by crew 
members, who expressed disappointment 
at the lack of opportunity to meet with 
enemy fighter opposition. Maj. Gen. 
tee E. Stratemeyer, commander of 
feater sir forces under Lord Louis 
Mountbatten’s Southeast Asia command, 
also congratulated members of this group 
on the suecess of their mission. 

The new B-29s are equipped with super- 
chargers maintaining near-normal air 
pressures within the cabins even in the 
thin atmosphere of high altitudes.

5067, the bill that provides for foreign 
service for the Waves. Amendments 
approved by the committee make the pro- 
visions applicable to members of the Wo- 
men’s Reserve of the Coast Guard and 
provide that foreign service shall be vol- 
untary except in Hawaii. 

During hearings held this week by the 
Senate and House Naval Committees, 
representatives of the Navy said that its 
attitude against overseas service for the 
Waves, expressed when legislation to 
expand the Women’s Reserve was re- 
quested in 1943, was ill-advised. Naval 
officers testified to the usefulness of the 
Reserves in filling the billets vacated by 
men assigned to combat duty. 

Vice Adm. Randall Jacobs, Chief of 
Naval Personnel reperted an insistent re- 
quest from Admiral Nimitz that Waves 
be sent to Hawaii to make it possible to 
release men for combat duty. Admiral 
McIntire reinforced Admiral Nimitz by 
declaring that the Medical Department is 
very much in need of 200 Waves to re- 
place hospital corpsmen in Hawaii. 

Not convinced of the need of sending 
members of the Women’s Reserves over- 
seas, members of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee are at least temporarily opposed 
to reporting the bill. The chairman of the 
committee, Senator Walsh, stated that 
the committee is looking for proof from 
the Navy Department that all replaceable 
naval personnel in the United States have 
been replaced before it will approve the 
bill. He stated further that action by the 
committee would be held up until Con- 
gress resumes its sessions 1 August. 





Hous'ng for Dependents 

At the suggestion of Col. S. G. Fair- 
child, of the 219th Field Artillery Group, 
Camp Shelby, Miss., and with the coop- 
eration of the National Housing Admin- 
istration, the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
has undertaken to compile a list of towns 
and communities whose housing has been 
least affected by war conditions. 

Colonel Fairchild told the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL that he has been ques- 
tioned by a great many regular officers 
and some other Army officers as to towns 
where they might send their wives and 
families to live when they are ordered 
overseas. No such list having been com- 
piled in the past, the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL took the matter up with the Na- 
tional Housing Administration, where it 
was sympathetically received. . 

The NHA has written to its regional 
directors all over the United States and 
asked them to look over their territory 
with a view to suggesting localities 
where there is not a great pressure upon 
housing facilities.

“T have said that in the twenty-five 
years between the two World Wars there 
had grown up misgivings abont our gov 
ernment and our economy. Neither was 
perfect, but I submit that they are the 
rock against which the Axis forces have 
struck and been splintered.

Those vulgar peonvle known 
business men, those brash and indecent 
characters who write advertising to 
stimulate consumption and create cus- 
tomers—they had created demands and 
markets which had developed American 
factories to a productive power that even 
the national socialism of Hitler with the 
full might of his government back of him 
could not match. 

“And American labor, which during 
war time has been evolving its position 
in our society, has heen awakening to the 
responsibility which new privileges and 
power have given it—free American labor 
has worked in a way that the Axis na- 
tions, using the Gestapo and the machine 
gun as incentives, could not match. 

“Should we assume that this system 
which rolled back the tide of the new 
barbarians of the Twentieth Century. 
should we assume that this economy, this 
government, will fail in peace?’ 

In touching on points which he stated 
will be necessary to undertake to wage 
peace instead of waging war, he said we 
shall need to maintain a strong economy. 
We must recognize, he said, that we shall 
he one of the three great anchors of sta- 
bilitv in the world and face the fact that 
whether we like it or not, we are not im- 
mune from the disease of war wherever 
war starts in the world. 

The Secretary said that while a guar- 
anty of permanent peace can he obtained 
finally only by some form of world co- 
operation, peace may be obtained 
only through the existence of the armed 
forces of the United States and her Al- 
lies. We must in addition provide a 
greater number of trained public ser- 
vants, he said.

GEN. SOMERVELL AND THE ASF 

ACK of the combat invasion troops | 

boring their way through Nazi de- | 
fenses in Europe is the biggest supply 
job of all history — the task of design- 
ing, procurement, manufacture, storage, 
transportation over land and sea, and 
distribution of the myriads of weapons | 
and items of supplies to fighting men | 
thousands of miles away when they need 
it and where they need it. 

Heading the Army Service Forces in 
the planning and performance of this | 
gigantic feat is Lieutenant General Bre- 
hon Somervell, an Army engineer whose 
creed can be summed up in one word— 
“results.” 

Since his graduation from the United 
States Military Academy in 1914, General 
Somervell has been known throughout 
the service as an officer whose mind and 
energies are focused in one direction— 
to get results on the task to which he is 
assigned. Today, in the direction of this 
biggest of jobs, he still believes in that 
single purpose and single aim and cau- 
tions all under his command to adhere to 
it regardless of side issues of expediency 
or in spite of publie or, private criticism 
of their motives, capacity, or even in- 
tegrity. 

This concentration on results has oft- 
times brought him criticism, but it also 
has brought recognition from those who 


know the whole story. During recent 
hearings on the gigantic War De- 


partment appropriations, Representative 
Starnes of Alabama, speaking to General 
Somervell in committee meeting, said: 
“It was an important date in American 
history when General Marshall called you 
to Washington for service. His choice for 
the highly important and stupendous task 
was a2 happy one for America and for 
free men everywhere, When this war is 
over and we understand the problems 
with which we have been confronted in 
the light of history, I think your con- 
tribution and that of the Army Service 
Forces will constitute the greatest saga 
of World War II.” 

In his administration of personnel 
under him, General Somervell gives the 
widest latitude of authority and expects 
from them an exercise of initiative and 
no hesitation about making decisions. 
He feels that everyone in his command 
must strive to solve the problems of 
supply and not to be hidebound or preju- 
diced in this approach. 

“No one in the ASF,” he recently told 
his personnel, “is going to get hung for 
taking action, but inaction can not and 
Will not be tolerated.” 

The same watchword is his guiding 
star in his efforts to keep civilian produc- 
tion at top speed. He has spoken out both 
against management and employers who 
spend too much time playing golf or plan- 
hing for post-war civilian production as 
Well as against labor’s production halt- 
ing strikes. “If we lay down our tools for 
a single minute,” the General says, “it 
may be too late for victory when we pick 
them up again.” 

General Somervell has no patience 
With anything which does not contribute 
lo the war effort. Addressing the Na 
Honal Association of Manufacturers re- 
cently he discussed postwar planning: 

_ “Until our big job is finished that other 
job must remain in second place. Let’s 
hot scatter our energies. Let’s not devote

Pay for Infantry Badges 

Only agreement upon minor amend- 
ments is necessary to send legislation 
providing extra pay for holders of the 
expert badge or the combat infantryman’s 
badge to the White House. 

Moving at high speed as time for re- 
cess neared, the House Military Commit- 


tee on 20 June concluded hearings on its | 


bill and reported it to the floor. Passage 
of a companion bill, S. 1973, was voted 
by the Senate on 21 June, and it was this 


bill that the House approved 22 June, 
after adding two amendments, which 


were accepted by the Senate yesterday. 

One amendment, suggested by Maj. 
Gen. Miller G. White, Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, removed a legal requirement 
that personnel to be eligible for the 
badges must be assigned to the Infantry. 
The second, added on the floor on motion 
of Representative Wadsworth, N. Y., 
would specifically authorize presenta- 
tion of the badges, and payment of the 
added pay, to members of the combat 
vround forces other than the Infantry. 

General White stated that his sug- 
vested amendment was designed to per- 
mit extension of the proposed legislation 
to cavalry regiments which have been 
dismounted and are fighting as infantry, 
und said there was no plan to extend the 
pay for badges to other arms or services. 

The bill, S. 1973, would give holders 
of the expert infantryman badge an ad- 
ditional $5 a month and holders of the 
combat infantryman badge an extra $10 
au month. The increases would be effec- 
tive from 1 Jan. 1944. 

Cost of the bill during calendar year 
1944 is estimated by the War Depart- 
ment at $55,000,000. In succeeding years, 
with more men qualifying for the badges, 
the department estimates cost at $71,- 
000,000 annually. 

As the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL goes 
to press, it is expected that the House 
und Senate will agree on the amend- 
ments before Congress recesses for the 
political conventions. 

Before reporting the pay for badge bill, 
the House Military Committee heard 
General White praise the work the in- 
fantryman is doing and describe the 
hardships he endures and the casualties 
he incurs. 

The committee also heard a Marine 
officer, Col. J. W. Knighton, speaking for 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps, Lt. 
Gen. A. A. Vandegrift, register an em- 
phatie disapproval of the bill. Colonel 
Knighton declared that the Marine Corps 
wanted none of the bill and indicated that 
the corps doubted its utility as far as the 
Army was concerned.

Cut Navy Air Training 

A substantial reduction in the Navy’s 
pilot training program similar to that 
recently ordered by the Army will be an- 
nounced within the next day or two. 

Navy officials are now sending let- 
ters of explanation to the trainees in- 
volved, and will announce the reduction 
publicly when the pre-flight youths have 
been notified. 

First disclosure of what he termed a 
two-thirds reduction in the number of 
trainees was made by Representative 
Bates, Mass., a member of the House Na- 
val Affairs Committee, who on 21 June 
severely condemned plans to train women 
pilots while male trainees were being 
released. 

Navy officials indicated that about half 
of the pre-flight trainees would have to 
be released. 

Mr. Bates, himself a flyer, said that in 
addition to giving a large number of 
trainees—“about 10,000 to 12,000”"—a 
choice between discharge and transfer to 
other branches of the service, no new 
pilot trainees would be taken in from 
civil life. Hereafter, he said, new train- 
ees will be selected from among youths 
already in the naval service. 

A lengthening in the training course of 
about two months and a raising of phys- 
ical requirements also will be ordered, 
Mr. Bates said. 

The reductions affect the Marine Corps 
as well as the Navy, since the separa- 
tion of naval from marine aviators oc- 
curs only in the latter phases of the pilot 
training program. 

In effecting the reductions, those with 
the best records and with the longest 
periods of training behind them will be 
given preference for retention in_ pilot 
training. 

Recently 36,000 Army pilot-trainees 
were transferred from the Air Forces to 
the Ground Forces. The Navy's action is 
due to the same causes. Casualties have 
been less than expected and some plane 
schedules have been cut back. 

Following Mr. Bates’ revelation of the 
Navy air training cut and references to 
the Army’s transfer of air-crew trainees 
to the Ground Forces, Representative 
Vorys, Ohio, told the House: 

“Promises have been made by recruit- 


ing officers and official promises made 
which were indefensible. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the necessities of 


war are such that we do not dare impede 
the war effort to comply with promises 
to put people into places where they are 
no longer needed in the war effort.”

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Senate Approves Navy 
“Fleet Admiral” Rank 


Legislation creating a new grade of 
“Fleet Admiral” in the Navy was intro- 
duced into the Senate this week, re- 
ported by the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee and passed by the Senate. How- 
ever, an attempt to have it approved im- 
mediately by the House was frustrated 
when Representative Shafer of Michigan 
objected to its consideration at this time. 

The “fleet admiral” bill (S. 2019) was 
introduced on 19 June by Senator Gerry 
R. I., a member of the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee, and is roughly a 
counterpart of bills introduced last win- 
ter at the instance of the Navy Depart- 
ment which would have created the grade 
of “Admiral of the Fleet.” 

“Admiral of the Fleet” was the title 
proposed by Senator Gerry, but the Sen- 
ate committee, after hearing Vice Adm. 
Randall Jacobs, Chief of Navy Personnel, 
testify in support of the bill in secret ses- 
sion, amended the title to be cenferred, 
struck out that part of the bill which 
would have made the Chief of Naval Op- 
erations a “Fleet Admiral” ex officio, and 
inserted a provision that the measure 
should be effective only for the duration. 

When the bill came over to the House, 
Representative Vinson of Georgia, whose 
Naval Affairs Committee already has ap- 
proved a measure to set up the rank of 
“Admiral of the Navy,” asked unanimous 
consent that the Senate bill be considered. 
Representative Wadsworth and Thoma- 
son asked what effect the measure would 
have on the Army, to which Mr. Vinson 
replied that it would give the Navy a 
higher grade than is now provided for the 
land forces, adding that he hoped it would 
spur the Army to take similar legislative 
action. Representative Grant of Indiana 
explained that the Navy bill probably will 
be broadened later to provide a total of 
five “Fleet Admirals” so that actual com- 
manders at sea may be given the rank. At 
this point, however, Representative Sha- 
fer objected and consideration of the bill 
was halted. 

As passed by the Senate the bill pro- 


vides that the President may appoint, 
during the war and for six months there- 
after, line officers on the active list of 


the Navy or retired line officers on active 
duty to grade of “Fleet Admiral.” The 
number of officers in such grade on the 
active list at any one time shall not ex- 
ceed two. 

“Fleet Admirals’ 


’ would receive the pay 
and allowances of a rear admiral of 
the upper half, plus a personal money 
allowance of $5,000 a year, the bill pro- 
vides. 

At the same time, the Senate Naval 
Committee reported to the Senate that 
“throughout the navies of the world two 


grades senior to that of Admirals are 
recognized. These are: Fleet Admiral, 


which is one grade senior; and the Ad- 
miral of the Navy, which is two grades 
senior, and is the highest recognized 
grade. 

Last February, it was proposed to re 
vive the grade of “Admiral of the Navy” 
and bills for that purpose were intro- 
duced in the House and Senate by Chair- 
men Vinson and Walsh of the respective 
Naval Affairs Committees, At the same 
time, bills expanding the grade of “Gen- 
eral of the Armies of the United States” 
were introduced by the chairmen of the 
two Military Affairs Committees. 


Bitter opposition was stirred by the 
measures, it being charged that the ranks 
heretofore had been reserved for field 
commanders only, had been bestowed up 
on only one officer at a time, and had 
been conferred only after a war when the 
person most eminently qualified for the 
honor could be determined. 

In reporting the new measure to the 
Senate the committee made it clear that 
“Fleet Admiral” is not the highest naval 
rank it is in the power of Congress to be- 
stow. 

Chairman Walsh of the Senate Naval 
Committee declared that the Gerry bill 
is a substitute for the “Admiral of the 
Navy” bill, pointing out that considerable 
sentiment had developed toward resery- 
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Service Pay Amendments 
The Merritt Bill, H. R. 1506, amend- 
ing the pay act of 16 June 1942 to confer 
pay increases upon thousands of officers, 
warrant officers, nurses and enlisted men, 
passed the Senate 22 June on a routine 
calendar call and was returned to the 
House for acceptance of amendments. 

Hope was expressed by Capitol offi- 

cials Thursday night that the House 
would accept the amendments without 
sending the bill to conference and thus 
jeopardizing final passage before the re- 
cess. . 
Stricken from the bill on the Senate 
floor was an amendment approved by the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee which 
would have permitted graduates of the 
Military, Naval and Coast Guard Acad- 
emies to count such academy service for 
pay purposes. 

As approved by the Senate the bill pro- 
vides: 

That the wartime provision that of- 
ficers may count prior enlisted and war- 
rant service for pay purposes shall be 
permanent legislation, thus permitting of- 
ficers to compute such prior service in 
determining retired or retirement pay. 

That enlisted men and warrant officers 
may count all the types of service for 
pay purposes that officers may count, com- 
missioned warrant officers of the sea ser- 
vices counting such service for longevity 
pay only and not for advancement in pay 
periods. 

That chief engineers of the Army Mine 
Planter Service shall be in the same pay 
periods as masters. 

That female members of the armed 
services may draw increased allowances 
for actual dependents, and such members 
upon appointment may draw mileage 
from home to first duty station. 

That persons rated as parachutists may 
continue to draw paraehute pay while in 
hospital, ete. 

That enlisted members of Reserve Com- 
ponents who enlist in one of the Regular 
establishments may receive enlistment al- 
lowance for the prior years of continu- 
ous active reserve service. 

Full details of the bill were printed in 
the 27 May and 8 June issues of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

The proposal to credit academy service 
for pay purposes has been considered and 
rejected by the House Military Affairs 
Committee when H. R. 1506 was before 
that body. When the Senate Military Af- 
fairs Committee added the provision in 
reporting the bill to the Senate, indirect 
opposition was expressed by Senator 
Wheeler, Mont., who offered an amend- 
ment to the bill providing that persons 
commissioned from civil life should im- 
mediately be credited with four years’ 
service, or three years’ service during 
such time as the academies are on 
shortened curricula. 

War and Navy Department officials 
have argued that, inasmuch as many 
types of inactive reserve service may now 
be counted for pay purposes, time spent 
in the grueling academy courses likewise 
should be included.

Promote Warrants En Bloc 


A system of temporarily promoting 
Navy warrant officers to commissioned 
warrant rank en bloc has been inaugu- 
rated by the Navy Department. 

Under the system, warrants who have 
completed specified periods of service will 
be advanced to chief warrant rank in 
groups at monthly intervals. Previously, 
warrants were individually selected for 
advancement. The new policy is the 
same as that followed in advancing en- 
signs and lieutenants (junior grade) to 
the next higher grades. 

Promoted on the first order, effective 9 
June and with rank from 1 June, were 
warrant officers of the Regular Navy 
whose dates of rank as such are 15 April 
1945 or earlier and warrant officers of 
the Naval Reserve in a continuous active 
duty status in warrant grades since 15 
April 1948 or earlier. 

If an authority for appointment of a 
warrant to commissioned warrant or, 
higher rank is dated prior to 9 June but 
is received after the en bloc promotion 
order, such individuals may accept the 
earlier appointment and the en bloc ap- 
pointment will be vacated, 





Discourage “Spot” Promotions 

The Navy Department has issued new 
instructions intended to discourage the 
flow of applications for out of line or 
“spot” promotions which are being re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Naval Personnel. 


Pointing out that the number and tenor 
of requests for spot promotion of officers 
being received indicates a “widespread 
misinterpretation” of the provisions of 
paragraph 12 of the Navy’s temporary 
promotion policy directive, BuPers Cir- 
cular Letter 95-44, the department stated 
that recommendations for out of line pro- 
motion “must clearly and specifically set 
forth the necessity for increased rank.” 

The department continued : 

“Recommendations based upon the follow- 
ing reasons do not justify out of line pro- 
motion and their submission is not desired: 
‘a. Complement sheet allows higher rank 
for the billet. 

“b. Officer is fully qualified for promotion 
by reason of age, experience, performance 
and other special qualifications. 

“ce, Officer was not recommended by pre- 
vious selection board or panel, 

“d. Reward for efficient performance of 
duty in current assignment. 

“e, Eligibility is established by completion 
of minimum service requirements. 

“f. Duties require dealing or conferring 
with officers his senior. 

“Any recommendations received based 
solely on the above will be acknowledged 
and filed with the record of the officer con- 
cerned without further action.” 

In dealing with out of line promotions, 
BuPers Circular Letter 95-44 (printed in 
the 1 April 1944 issue of the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL) stated: 

“12. (a) No so-called ‘spot’ promotions. . . 
will be made except as follows: (1) Those to 
flag rank. (2) Those for personnel attached 
to fleet or force units afloat, where it is 
definitely indicated that higher rank for the 
individual occupying a particular billet is 
essential for the administration of his duties. 
(3) Those exceptional cases ashore which are 
clearly necessary in order to assign greater 
authority and responsibility to the incum- 
bent, and which are so approved by the board 
referred to in 12(d) below. *** 

“(d) Recommendations for all out of line 
promotions that meet the requirements of 
paragraph 12(a)(3) above shall be addressed 
to this bureau and will be submitted to a 
board of three officers not below the rank of 
captain to be appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy. The unanimous recommendation 
of this board will be required before such 
an out of line promotion will be recommended 
to the Secretary of the Navy.” 


Army Chaplains Bill 

The Senate this week passed and sent 
to the President H. R. 3604, a bill au- 
thorizing the temporary rank of major 
general for the Chief of Chaplains of the 
Army. The rank would continue at the 
pleasure of the President but not longer 
than 6 months after the end of the 
present war. 

In addition, the Secretary of War is 
authorized to recommend chaplains as 
temporary general officers not above the 
grade of major general in such numbers 
as he may decide. The tenure of the 
rank will likewise be at the pleasure of 
the President. 

If the legislation is approved by the 
President, promotion nominations will 
doubtless be sent to the Senate when Con- 
gress resumes its sessions after the re- 
cess. 

If the bill is approved by the President. 
agitation, for the promotion of chiefs of 
army chaplains to the grade of major 
general, which has been in existence since 





soon after the formation of the Chaplains | 


Corps of the Army immediately after the 
first World War, will come to an end. 
However, previous efforts had to do with 
creating the permanent rank, whereas 
the rank provided by the present bill 
would be relatively temporary. The effort 
may well be expected in the future to 
make the grade permanent. With a large 
reduction in the number of chaplains in 
the Army after the war, additional gen- 
erals would probably be denied to the 
Chaplains Corps.

Naval Dental Corps 


The House Naval Affairs Committee 
has reported its bill to provide for the 
establishment in the Navy of a Dental 
Division and the reorganization of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery within 
six months to effect this change. 

The Medical Corps and the Dental 
Corps would each have a director re- 
sponsible to the Chief of the Bureau. The 
directors would have the rank, pay, and 
allowances of a Rear Admiral while so 
serving. 

The Secretary of the Navy is to pro- 
vide by regulations for establishing on 
ships and in shore stations Dental Ser- 
vices to be administered under the senior 
dental officer who is to be responsible 
directly to the commanding officer of the 
ship or shore station for all professional 
technical, and administrative matters in 
connection with the dental service. 

Carrying out the provisions of the bill, 
the Secretary is to consult with the Chief 
of Naval Operations and is not to impose 
any administrative requirements on com- 
batant ships or in combatant areas ashore 
which would interfere with the proper 
functioning of battle organizations. 

A substitute bill suggested by Vice 
Adm. Ross T. McIntire, Surgeon General 
of the Navy, was rejected by the com- 
mittee.

Praises Powder Production 

Highest praise for industry, labor, and 
War Department in setting a record for 
production, safety, and economy in the 
operation of powder, explosive, bag-load- 
ing, and shell-loading plants, was given 
on the floor of the House 21 June phy 
Representative Engel, of Michigan, a 
member of the War Department subcom- 
mittee of the Appropriation committee. 

Mr. Engel made a preliminary report 
to the House on a study he had made, 
with the special authorization of the 
Secretary of War, of Ordnance Depart- 
ment establishments. 

Recalling our critical shortage jn 
powder and explosives after Dunkerque 
when we turned a great deal of our small 
reserves over to the British, Mr. Engel 
said: “Those were anxious days, and 
when I see how the powder industry re- 
sponds, I am amazed. Powder companies 
have been looked upon as merchants of 


death. We now realize that they are 
merchants of death—death to the 
enemy.” 


Mr. Engel cited many figures of the 
amazing record. He reported that in 
January 1941 we produced less than 11,- 
000,000 pounds of powder and explosives, 
while in January 1944 we produced more 
than a quarter of a billion pounds, in both 
instances five per cent by private indus- 
try and 95 per cent by the War Depart- 
ment. Also as to cost and labor hours, he 
showed, for example, that in January 
1943 loading a 155-mm shell cost $3.05 
and took 1.21 man-hours, while in Feb- 
ruary 1944 it cost $1.81 and took 0.567 
manhours. So great has been our produc- 
tion that it has been necessary to shut 
down some plants, he said. 

This great accomplishment Mr. Engel 
credited to: (1) “the 200,000 loyal work- 
ers” employed in the plants; (2) In- 
dustry, the many old line powder com- 
panies, the converted plants of other in- 
dustries, and the contractors employed by 
government plants, and (3) the officers 
in the War Department and particularly 
in the Ordnance Department. 

Concerning the officer personnel he 
said: 

“Lt. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell is com- 
manding general of the Army Service Forces 
of which the Ordnance Department is a part. 
It was he who selected Major General Camp- 
bell as Chief of Ordnance and it was he who 
undoubtedly with Major General Campbell's 
advice and help, selected the able staff of 
officers and men who make up the Ordnance 
Department. Inasmuch as Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Somervell would have been responsible 
for and criticized for any failure of this 
branch of the Army Service Forces, so he 
must be given his full share of credit for the 
outstanding record of low-cost production 
this branch of the service made in the 
powder, explosive bag-loading, and _ shell- 
loading plants.”

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Engineer Procurement 
BY MAJOR W. M. HURLEY

ITH the 1944 Army Supply Program 
W placing special emphasis on cur- 
tailing production to prevent the accumu- 
lation of surplus inventories, the Corps of 
Engineers has a first-class “flow chart” 
problem on its hands. On some 300,000 
items of issue they have the almost im- 
possible job of keeping enough supplies 
on hand to “make the boat” without hav- 
ing either in stock or in production an 
overage or surplus. In their hundred years 
of navigation and flood control studies, 
the Corps has never been up against a 
more complicated channeling job. 

The very fact of cutbacks and cancel- 
lations in other war contracts only em- 
phasizes the problem faced by the En- 
gineers. On heavy construction equipment 
alone in 1944 they must approximately 
double last year’s deliveries. Several fac- 
tors complicate the Engineers’ supply 
job. Instead of buying planes, tanks, field 
guns, or powder, the Engineers are stock- 
ing such everyday items as cranes and 
power Shovels, air compressors, lighting 
sets and generators, structural steel and 
welding rods, tractors and dozers, patrol 
graders and sheepsfoot rollers—all 
items in considerable demand by a civil- 
ian economy anxious to start a rebuild- 
ing job. 

To meet the challenge, the Engineers 
are using one of their favorite standard 
operating procedures decentralization. 
Their stock control plan places on Di- 
vision Engineers the responsibility of 
balancing depot stocks and guranteeing 
the availability of stocks in the right 
quantity, at the right depot, at the right 
time, 

In 1941, before Pearl Harbor, there 
were five Engineer depots. Today, under 
the direction of Colonel R. C. Kuldell, 
Assistant Chief of Engineers for Military 
Supply, there are 16 depots and 5 sub- 
depots, staffed with approximately 1500 
officers and enlisted men and over 20,000 
civilians. The Corps has over 80,000,000 
square feet of warehouse, shed, and open 
storage space available to it for the per- 
formance of its supply function. The 90,- 
00,000 includes about 12,000,000 square 
feet of Division Engineer warehouse 
space which is also available for the 
Corps’ performance of Supply functions. 

Each of these depots has been assign- 
ed one or more specific missions: as a 
distribution depot for a designated Ser- 
vice Command area; a filler depot for a 
designated Port of Embarkation; a key 
depot for a designated commodity; or a 
reserve depot for a designated commodi- 
ty and area. Some have all four missions. 
The San Bernardino, California, Engineer 
Depot, for instance, distributes Class I 
(Engineer) supplies to posts, camps, and 
stations within its assigned part of Cali- 
fornia; is a filler depot for Class IT and 
Class IV supplies for the Los Angeles 
Port of Embarkation; and is both a re- 
serve and a key depot for receiving and 


Storing assigned Commodity Storage 
items. 

Some depots have additional fune- 
tions. The huge Granite City, Illinois, 


Engineer Depot, for example, in addition 
to being a reserve and key depot also 
has an assembly mission in prepacking 
components for issue in such as 
drafting instruments, tool chests, ete. It

also has a maintenance mission in a shop 


equipped to make fifth echelon repairs.

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It conducts an Engineer Officers Supply 
School and Engineer Maintenance Train- 
ing School for officers and enlisted men. 
It also receives returns of topographic 
equipment and non-standard spare parts 
from all sources. 


Flow Control 

Obviously, the control of stocks mov- 
ing through these depots is dependent on 
a logical sequence of basic decisions. The 
first of these is the determination of 
“gross” troop requirements based on unit 
activations, operations reports, and the 
efficiency of maintenance and distribu- 
tion, At any given date these “gross” re- 
quirements must be compared with cur- 
rent stocks in storage and in the hands of 
troops to determine the “issue” and 
“production” requirements, these re- 
quirements in turn being revised on the 
basis of actual issue experience. Stock 
status measured against these revised 
requirements gives a starting figure for 
the initiation of purchase requisitions and 
the p®oé@trrement of supplies in quanti- 
ties and at periods to meet the requisi- 
tions. The stock status of all standard, 
noncontrolled Class II and Class IV items 
listed in the Engineer sections 3-1 and 3-2, 
ASF Catalog is maintained currently at 
the recently established Engineer Cen- 
tral Stock Control Agency at St. Louis. 
This office is under the jurisdiction of the 
Division Engineer, Upper Mississippi 
Valley Division. 

Next steps in this logical sequence are 


the establishment of stock control op- 
erating and reserve levels, and the 
scheduling of shipments of items pro- 


cured in such a manner as to maintain, 
but not exceed, established stock levels. 
The rate of replenishment is then made 
to equal rates of issue. When this has 
been achieved, storage and issue are the 
simplest rather than the most difficult 
parts of the supply process. 


Operating the Reservoirs 


The men who control this flow are 
the first to recognize that much of its 
success depends on the securing of the 
greatest possible flexibility in production 
rates in those plants making Engineer 
items. Procurement schedules have to be 
adjusted frequently ; and, in emergencies, 
both the supplies and the Engineers 
have to do things they didn’t originally 
contract for. 

This is where decentralization starts 
to get in its licks. Three Division En- 
gineers who have been designated by the 
Chief of Engineers to set up Regional Con- 
trol Offices for the Northeastern, South- 
ern, and Western regions have a _ basic 
two-fold authority: first, to make need- 
ed inter-depot transfers of stock to as- 
sure balanced levels; and second, and 
more important, to conduct local procure- 
ment except for certain items. 

Armed with his procurement authori- 
ty, the Division Engineer is a man mov- 
ing into the headwaters of the supply 
river. He’s the 1944 prospector looking 
for water sources varied enough and 
spread over a wide enough area to en- 


able him to achieve the utmost head- 
water flexibility. The little ponds and 
springs of industrial America’s work- 


power—not easily tapped for the manu- 
facture of complex war materiel like 
tanks or planes—can help tremendously 
when it’s a question of general hardware. 

Except on controlled items, items re- 
quiring production planning, items un- 
der allocation by the War Production 
Board, or certain other technical items, 
the three Division Engineer regional of- 
fices will have full authority to make 
such local procurement as they need to 
keep their depot stock levels filled, 

The North Atlantic Division Engineer's 
oftice at New York makes local procure- 
ment for the depots at Albany and 
Schenectady, New York; Belle Mead, 
New Jersey; Richmond, Virginia; Mar- 
ion, Columbus and Sharonville, Ohio. 
The South Atlantic Division Engineer's 
ottice at Atlanta, Georgia, makes local 
procurement for the depots at Atlanta, 
Georgia; Granite City, Illinois; Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana; Memphis, Tennessee ;

G-I Bill Signed 


The President this week signed the G-I 
bill, S. 1767, providing rehabilitation 
benefits for discharged members of the 
armed forces. Details of the bill were pub- 
lished on page 1239 in the 17 June edition 
of the ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL. 

“With the signing of this bill, a well 
rounded program of special veterans’ 
benefits is nearly completed,” Mr. Roose- 
velt said. “It gives emphatic notice to the 
men and women in our armed forces that 
the American people do not intend to let 
them down.” 

The President added that he wanted 
one thing more for veterans—extension of 
social security credits on old-age pensions 
and survivors’ insurance for time spent 
in the armed services. 

“I trust,” he continued in a statement, 
“that the Congress will also soon provide 
similar opportunities for postwar educa- 
tion and unemployment insurance to the 
members of the Merchant Marine who 
have risked their lives time and again 
during this war for the welfare of their 
country.”

General John J. Pershing, general of 
the armies of the United States, will re- 
ceive an honorary Doctor of Laws degree 
from the University of Wyoming. It will 
be presented to him 26 June in Washing- 
ton by Rear Admiral Emory S. Land of 
the Maritime Commission, an alumnus of 
the University of Wyoming.

Servicé Clubs and Libraries 

A compilation of changes made in regu- 
lations governing Service Clubs, hostesses 
and libraries is contained in a new edition 
of AR 210-70. 

Among provisions carried in the new 
print is one stating that “No gambling or 
the use of any device which savors of 
gambling, such as punchboards, slot ma- 
chines, ete., will be permitted within or 
about the service club or any of its facili- 
ties.”

Order School Records In 


All ensigns, and all other officers below 
rank of captain who have not yet sub- 
mitted a list of naval schools they have 
attended as required by AlNav 31, should 
report such information to the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel on 30 June, the Navy 
Department has ordered. 

The report should be on a separate 
sheet of standard correspondence size 
paper and should show file number, name, 
rank and classification of the officer. For 
each school, including fleet schools at- 
tended, the name of the school, location 
course taken, and inclusive dates of at- 
tendance should be listed. The sheet 
should be marked “Attention Pers. 31235” 
and forwarded with the fitness report for 
the period ending 30 June. If no fitness 
report is due 30 June, officers who did not 
submit the data required by AlNav 31 
should forward the education sheet sepa- 
rately. 





Army War Bonds 


The Army is terminating its install- | 


ment plans for purchase of War Bonds 
by troops. Recent authorization of the 
new $10 denomination “GI” bond, to sell 
for $7.50, has made soldier installment 
buying unnecessary, according to the 
Office of the Fiscal Director, Army Ser- 
vice Forces. The “GI” bond will not be 
sold to civilians. 

Current installment-plan allotments 
and pay deductions, entered into prior 
to 1 June, when the Army stopped ac- 
cepting installment-plan allotments, will 
be discontinued as payment for full 
bonds is completed during June, July 
and August. Allotments for full bonds 
like the $25, $50 and $100 and other de- 
nominations are not affected by the 
Army’s, discontinuance of the installment 
plan.

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Report Generals’ Nominations 

A favorable report for 838 of the 84 
nominations for advancement to tempo- 
rary general officer grades submitted to 
the Senate 8 June was voted 20 June, 
by the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 

All except one of the 83 officers re- 
ported were confirmed 21 June by the 
Senate. At the request of Senator Mur- 
ray, Mont., the nomination of Col. 
Ephriam Franklin Jeffe, AUS, to be 
brigadier general was passed over and 
was confirmed 22 June. That same day, 
however, the Senate, on motion of Sena- 
tor Connolly of Texas, reconsidered its ac- 
tion as to the promotion of Col. Ernest 
J. Dawley, FA, to the grade of brigadier 
general, and voted to ask the President to 
withdraw the nomination. Colonel Daw- 
ley formerly held the grade of major gen- 
eral but was demoted by Lt. Gen. Mark 
Clark at Salerno, allegedly because he be- 
came too excited. Later the War Depart- 
ment said that on subsequent assignments 
he had proved his capacity for reappoint- 
ment to general officer rank. Yesterday, 23 
June, Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, 
deputy chief of staff, speaking for the 
chief of staff, appeared before the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee and stated that 
Colonel Dawley is indispensable to the 
training program. As a consequence, the 
Senate again reconsidered his nomination 
and confirmed him. 

The eighty-fourth nomination, that of 
Brig. Gen. Jay Ward MacKelvie (lt. col., 
FA) to be a temporary major general, 
was withdrawn by the President on 16 
June at the request of General George 
C. Marshall, Army Chief of Staff. 

General Marshall. radioing from the 
Normandy coast, had stated that General 
MacKelvie’s work as a division command- 
er did not justify his advancement to ma- 
jor general, War Department officers ex- 
plained. 

The other 20 brigadier generals nomi- 
nated on 8 June for advancement to ma- 
jor general were reported by the com- 
mittee. Likewise reported were the 63 
colonels named for advancement to brig- 
adier general. 

Names of the officers nominated were 
printed on the first page of the 10 June 
issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

The officers nominated hold permanent 
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ranks from colonel to first lieutenant 
four first lieutenants of the Air Corps— 
William M. Gross, Donald R. Hutchin- 
son, Clinton D. Vincent and Richard ¢. 
Sanders—being the first officers below 
permanent grade of captain to be pro 
moted to general officer grades. 

The committee voted to report the 88 
nominations after hearing Lt. Gen. Jos- 
eph T. McNarney, Deputy Chief of Staff, 
and Maj. Gen. Miller G. White, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, explain at the com 
mittee’s request how officers were recom- 
mended for promotion to general officer 
ranks. The explanation was made jn 
closed session.

Offer Infantry Assignment 


Subject to approval by the War De 
partment, lieutenants under the age of 
32 years, and who are physically quali- 
fied for oversea duty, may volunteer for 
duty in the Infantry. 

Affecting only those on duty in the 
United States, the offer does not extend 
to those alerted for overseas duty or as- 
signed to replacement pools. 

Likewise, lieutenants in flying phases 
of training, those in technical, flying and 
factory schools, and those who are air 
crew members or pilots are not accepted 
from the Air Forces. Neither are mem- 
bers of the WAC, flying status officers, 
or those assigned to combat units of 
either the AAF or the ASF. 

Written application must be made 
through channels by those so wishing to 
volunteer. 





20-Year Retirement Law 


Enlisted men of the Regular Army and 
the Philippine Scouts who were dis- 
charged for service-incurred disability 
prior to 30 June 1941, after having com- 
pleted 20 years or more service, would 
be entitled to retirement pay under the 
same terms as enlisted men retired after 
that date, a bill, H. R. 3187, passed by 
the House this week provides. 

No retired pay would be payable for 
any period before the bill becomes law.

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Bard Named Under Secretary 

The nomination of Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy Ralph A. Bard to be 
Under Secretary of the Navy, submitted 
to the Senate on 19 June, was reported 
without dissent by the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee on 20 June and was con- 
firmed by the Senate on 21 June. 

Mr. Bard fills the post held by Mr. 
James Forrestal before the latter was 
made Secretary of the Navy to succeed 
the late Frank Knox. 

The White House, in announcing the 
promotion of Mr. Bard, said that this 
action was taken on the recommendation 
of Secretary Forrestal, and that the 
filling of the assistant secretaryship by 
Presidential nomination would be de- 
ferred until Mr. Forrestal tells President 
Roosevelt his choice for this position. 

Mr. Bard entered the Navy Depart- 
ment at the request of Secretary Knox, 
his intimate friend, after a career as an 
investment banker in Chicago. Like Mr. 
Knox, Mr. Bard has been a lifelong Re- 
publican. 

His promotion by Secretary Forrestal, 
also in private life an investment banker, 
was a recognition of administrative 
ability shown by Mr. Bard. 

The Assistant Secretaryship which he 
will relinquish on confirmation in his 
new position, carries responsibility for 
supervision of the Navy’s shore estab- 
lishments, civil employes (including 
liaison with labor), the chief clerk’s of- 
fice and the Shore Stations Development 
Board. 

In his public speeches Mr. Bard has 
Stressed the need for maintenance of a 
large Navy in the postwar period. 

The Under Secretary designate will su- 
pervise his old job as well as act as alter- 
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nate for the secretary. 

When called to the Navy Department, 
Mr. Bard was president of Bard & Co., 
his own investment firm, and president 
of the Wahl-Pversharp Pen Company, as 
well as a director of the American Ship- 
building Company. 


Admiral King Returns 


Admiral Ernest J. King, USN, who 
arrived back in the United States this 
week from a visit of the invasion forces 
in Europe, revealed that while in Lon- 
don with General George C. Marshall 
and General Henry H. Arnold they held 
conferences with the British Chiefs of 
Staff dealing with the interrelation of 
operations in the Mediterranean with 
those in Northern France. 

They discussed overall war against 
Japan, and the possibilities of British aid 
in this direction, he stated. On Thurs- 
day 15 June they visited the American 
part of the beachhead, which is the east- 
west part. It was a good day as to 
weather. The Admiral revealed that they 
saw all the general officers except a few 
who were with troops in contact with the 
enemy. He stated that he saw personally 
Admiral Alan G. Kirk, who commands 
U. S. elements in the invasion fleet, Ad- 
miral John H. Hall, commander of the 
Eastern Sector and Admiral Don P. 
Moon, commander of the east face of the 
Cherbourg Peninsula. 

Admiral King stated that “everyone 
was in fine spirit, confident, and ready 
to go ahead.” The Admiral left London 
Friday and went to Casablanca where he 
conferred with Admiral Hewitt on the 
interrelation of the Mediterranean thea- 
ter with the Northern France theater. 

He stated that he couldn’t state any- 
thing definite on how soon the British 
would be able to aid in war against 
Japan. “This conference wasn’t the first 
discussion in this direction,” he said, “but 
its purpose was to get down to a concrete 
agreement.” 

Discussing the disposition of our fleet, 
Admiral King explained that there are 
task units, task groups, task forces, and 
task fleets. As to the establishment of 
task fleets, he said “we just needed more 
task units.” He recapitulated the fleets, 
giving the commanders and theatre of 
operation as follows:

USS Grayback Lost

week that the submarine USS Grayback 
is overdue from patrol, and must be pre- 
sumed to be lost. 

Comdr. John Anderson Moore, USN, 
was commander of the Grayback, He 
was born at Brownwood, Texas in 1910, 
and graduated from the U. S. Naval 
Academy in June, 1932. He served in 
submarines 8-35, 8-33 and R-4, and on 
the battleship Arizona. He assumed com- 
mand of the Grayback in July, 1943. 

The Grayback was commissioned 30 
June, 1941.

Participation in Sports 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal made 
the following statement regarding par- 
ticipation by Naval personnel in ath- 
letic contests: 

“The Navy is receiving an increasing 
number of requests from civilian sources for 
participation by Naval personnel in athletic 
contests. For this reason it is necessary to 
reiterate that, in the interest of maximum 
efficiency of the Naval establishment, there 
can be no change in existing regulations gov- 
erning such participation. 

“These regulations, as summarized in a 
Navy Department annowncement on 1 August, 
1948, specify that individuals in the Navy 
who have been or are prominent in sports 
will not be permitted to engage in contests 
away from their stations except as mem- 
bers of a team representing the Naval ac- 
tivity to which they are att iched, 

“The regulations also specify that al) ath- 
letic contests in which Navy teams partici- 
pate will be played with opponents from 
within the same area. In no case, morecver, 
may an individual or team participate in any 
contest which requires absence from the 
Navy activity for 48 hours or more, exclusive 
of air transportation, 

“The worthy nature of many of the con- 
tests, in which participation by Naval per- 
sonnel has been requested, is fully recog- 
nized. However, the job of athletes in the Na- 
val service is to prepare themselves or others 
as rapidly and as expertly as possible for 
combat with the enemy. Interruptions in this 
preparation must be held to a minimum con- 
sistent with the needs of the service. The 
Navy Department, therefore, does not au- 
thorize participation of Naval personnel in 
athletic contests for benefits or other ptr- 
poses, 

“In view of the increasingly critical man- 
power shortage, moreover, the Navy cannot 
permit Naval personnel to participate in ath- 
letic contests on any other than the present 
basis. Any liberalization of the present regu- 
lations would properly give rise to the ques- 
tion as to whether personnel engaged exten- 
sively in athletic contests for meritorious 
causes were performing any useful military 
service, whether their induction was neces- 
sary, and whether their places in the mili- 
tary service were being taken by personnel 
who were removed from their normal e:mploy- 
ment without just cause. 

“It, therefore, has been necessary for the 
Navy Department to adhere strictly to pres- 
ent regulations and to make no exception re- 
gardless of the worthiness of the project for 
which the services of athletes are requested.”

thousands of small firms distributed throughout the country, and the yeoman 
service they have rendered is, perhaps, better appreciated by the men on the firing 
line than by their folks at home. Fed with the best food obtainable, although 
there are hardships due to unavoidable transportation delays, clothed with the

oO". vital importance to the future security of the United States is the policy con- 
templating continuance of a powerful Navy after the war which Secretary For- 
restal has proposed in an address delivered at Princeton University this week and 
in an article in the latest issue of the Saturday Evening Post. With a practical under- 
standing of the world in which we live, the Secretary believes in a world organiza- 
tion for peace, but he wants it built brick by brick and not in a single leap, and in 
the meantime he advises that we do not destroy our existing naval power when the 
war is over or accept limitations over our ability to add to it, either qualitatively 
or quantitatively. Senator Walsh, too, in his new report on the “Decline and Renais- 
sance of the Navy, 1922-1944,” shows the folly and cost of permitting our Navy to 
starve in post-war periods. In other words, both are anxious that the country for its 
own security, and for the peace of the world, shall not repeat t'1e mistake after World 
War I when we scrapped 25 per cent of our Navy in accordance with the Wash- 
ington Treaties, and accepted in later treaties curbs which reduced the fighting 
capacity and tonnage of our battleships, caused a shortage of valuable heavy cruisers 
and destroyers, prevented construction of anti-submarine vessels and conversion of 
merchant ships into naval auxiliaries, gravely restricted our naval air strength, 
and seriously impaired our industrial capacity to provide for our defense. In brief, 
Secretary Forrestal’s program—and here we summarize what he said in the Sat- 
urday Evening Post—calls for a strong sea-air power able to beat potential enemies 
before they reach our coast, adequate bases selected by our strategists and tacticians, 
access to adequate raw materials, especially oil and iron ore, both in thi@ country 
and abroad, maintenance of key munition plants, sufficient provision for research, 
and funds to build the weapons discovered, ample numbers “of those men who are 
the backbone of the fleet—petty officers and chief petty officers’”—maintenance of 
reserve-naval-training courses in the leading colleges, and continuous training, in- 
cluding more adequate gunnery practice. This frank exposition of our needs after 
the war is in striking contrast with the silence of the War Department on its plans 
regarding the post-war strength of the Army. As the Navy has done, it is making 
studies, but these are being withheld from revelation, although it would seem that 
now is the time to inform the people of what is contemplated. A strong public opinion 
created now would guard the military Service against the cuts which, if our history 
is to be repeated, we fear will occur. More far seeing, Mr. Forrestal is laying 
his cards on the table at this time, and the country is showing that it is backing 
his views. Let the Secretary of War state without further delay precisely what 


military force he believes to be necessary for our defense, so that the able members 
of the Woodrum Committee will support proper recommendations, the Army will 
know what it may expect which would add to its efficiency, and the country, edu- 
cated, will see that adequate provision be made for it.

F. L. M.—Fact that you were appointed 
WOJG, AUS, on 15 May 1942 indicates that 
you passed the warrant officer examination 
of 3-4 March 1942 and are accordingly on the 
eligible list even though you may not have 
placed high enough to have been included 
in the lists published in October, 1942.

USN, Chief of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, in a survey of the 
period 1 June 1942 to 31 May 1944, re- 
yeals that the policy of the Bureau is em- 
phasized efficiency of organization and 
personnel, economy of time, material and 
money, and above all—service. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
has 1,511 regular navy officers, 165 re- 
tired officers and 11,000 reserves. Of 14,- 
772 in the organization, 2,314 are sta- 
tioned overseas and 3,563 are afloat. 

The tremendous task of procurement, 
which has been reorganized and stream- 
lined by the Bureau, has a force of 700 
officers and civilians. This includes 
some of the nation’s top purchase and 
sales executives, now commissioned. Pro- 
curement actions mounted from 2,600 
to 3.700 a month over a two year period. 
During this period 65,000 awards were 
made to 14,000 contractors. Work has 
been speeded by negotiated purchases. 
The job of termination of contracts has 
been placed under the Bureau’s Purchase 
Division. Procedures have been developed 
that will make termination of the war 
contracts as prompt and equitable as 
possible. 

In the two year period covered by Ad- 
miral Young’s report the activities in- 
spected increased from 429 to 1,606. Dur- 
ing this past fiscal year inspection groups 
took action on 2,300 inspection reports. 

There are approximately 450 officers 
and civilian employees determining costs 
under all forms of Navy cost-plus con- 
tracts. Requirements for food have in- 
creased from one billion pounds in fiscal 
year 1941 to 41% billion pounds in fiscal 
year 1944. The Bureau handles the 
Navy’s ration-banking, abandon-ship ra- 
tions and special life raft rations for air- 
craft. 

Transportation costs per month have 
risen from $17,000,000 to $40,000,000. 
Storage space has increased from 31 000,- 
000 to 86,000,000 square feet; with four 
great inland depots acting as reservoirs. 

With specialists doing the research 50 
special clothing items have been added. 
The price of officers’ uniforms has been 
stabilized. 

The Finance Department located in 
Cleveland has stepped up its payment of 


-allotments from 500.000 totaling $12.000,- 


0 to 4,500,000 totaling over $80,000,000. 
Family Allowance payments total over 
9,400,000 with a money value of more 
than $560,000.000. 

A new pay roll system is to be put into 
effect on 1 July which Is said to eliminate 
delays, multiplicity of forms and uncer- 
tainty of payment. General disbursing 
duties include such innovations as pay- 
ment of bills involving lost vessels; 
transfers of funds to vessels of foreign 
nations; conversion of foreign te U. S. 
currency. These procedures have in- 
creased 100 per cent, disbursements in 
two years total $21,000,000,000. The av- 
erage time of payment has been reduced 
two-thirds. 

The aviation supply with centralized 
control in the Aviation Supply Office, 
Philadelphia, has furnished items needed 
by the Bureau of Aeronautics to supply 
the Navy air arm. From these procure- 





ments originate $1,500,000 worth of sup 
plies per day. 

Fuel needs for the calendar year 1943 
included 371,000,000 barrels of petroleum 
products and 2,000,000 tons of coal, val- 
ued at $980,000,000. For fiscal year 1945, 
figures are 470,000,000 barrels of petrol- 
eum products and 2,700,000 tons of coal 
valued at over $1,800,000,000. 

In concluding his report of the past two 
years, Admiral Young stated that this 
job is a “we” job, there is much more 
to do, much more to accomplish, many 
things to improve and everything to ex- 
pedite. “Let us consider ourselves a part 
of that Fleet,” reminded Admiral Young, 
“and work and fight with it for greater 
efficiency and increased, intensive effort.”

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Signal Corps Procurement 
HE Signal Corps’ 1944 program for 
radio equipment totals more than $3 
billion, about 25 per cent greater than 
1943, Maj. Gen. William H. Harrison, 
Chief, Procurement and Distribution Ser- 
vice, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, de- 
clared at the recent annual meeting of 
the Radio Manufacturers Association in 
Chicago. 

General Harrison told the meeting that 
General Ingles, the Chief Signal Officer, 
had asked him to express his appreciation 
to the men from the industry, and on his 
behalf the thanks of the entire Signal 
Corps. 

A year ago, General Harrison said, Sig- 
nal supply “for a variety of reasons, some 
good, some bad” was not in pace with 
demands. But, he said, a call for help 
went forth to the industry with the result 
that today our armies and their tanks, 
planes, fixed stations, ete., all are ade- 
quately equipped with the most modern 
Signal equipment, and “thanks to fhe

In his address General Harrison said: 
“While the over-all program has leveled

“Significant in this, is the fact that rongh- 
ly one-half a billion dollars of the year’s 
requirements are involved in items not yet in 
initial production. So that while the figures 
have leveled off—the complexities continue 
to multiply. Se much for 1944. 

“1945 presents a different picture—the pat- 
tern is anything but clear. 

“Procurement plans must be on the basis 
of a continuation of the war in all theaters 
This basis in Itself is uncertain. Barring the 
blessing of early victory, our best picture 
of first half of 1945 is a level of production 
some 15% to 20% under present going rate 
I would rather not hazard any guess as to 
the level the last half of 1945. Even a predic- 
tion might be misleading. 

“Despite inability to offer a prediction, I 
am deeply conscious of the responsibility we 
have toward our prime manufacturers - their 
suppliers—and particularly the parts manu- 





facturers, and sub-contractors—to let each 
know with sufficient lead time about the 
program ahead, and particularly to prompt- 
ly make known when changes are in pros- 
pect—and we make no distinction on this 
responsibility as between revisions down- 
ward and revisions upward. 

“We are mindful our job in respect to suf- 
ficient advance notice of changes has been 
neither to your liking nor to ours—I am 
chagrined to say we cannot hide behind the 
screen of ‘tactical changes’—some of the 
lapses have been of our own asking. We be- 
lieve we are now organized to do a sounder 
job, and every effort will be made to plan 
adjustments with sufficient lead time. 

“The underlying influence in changes can 
be stated briefly. Before the turn of the 
year is reached, initial isaue of equipment 
to combat units broadly should have beea 
completed—these requirements have been 
stable—could be calculated with some de 
gree of reasonableness as to time and 
volume. 

“After initial issue, requirements are for 
maintenance and for combat losses-—there 
are difficult to predict. On the whole, I think 
the present figures are on the high side. 
My view is that experience will point to re- 
duction rather than increases, 

“So much for the look ahead—I want to 
refer for a moment to current matters. You 
need no reminder that the immediate pro- 
duction job is far from done, Two billion yet 
to produce in 1944 is quite a job—it is still 
more exacting when you consider nearly 
a half billion is not yet in initial production. 

“In addition to the all situation, we 
need immediate help on certain specific mat- 
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“Tropicalization treatment is essential— 
water proofing is essential—technical manu- 
als are essential—water proof and shock 
proof packing is essential—Signal Corps 
stock numbers for replacement parts are es- 
sential. * * * 

“Another item—due to shifts in programs— 
contract terminations are mounting—it is 
to your interest, and to our interest, that 
you and we find a way to fairly and expedi- 
tiously dispose of these matters. There are 
850 cases outstanding 37 of which are more 
than 6 months old, With the probable change 
in contract renegotiations—closer pricing is 
essential—here again it is to your interest and 
to our interest that there be better under- 
standing and complete interchange of in- 
formation. 

“Thought, study and planning for recon- 
version is just as important and fundamental 
to us as it is to you. We are mindful of the 
large probleme which exist—and we are 
aware of the responsibilty the War Depart- 
ment has to the rest of the country in this 
perplexing problem. Be assured we are ap- 
proaching reconversion in a constructive for- 
ward-looking way.”

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Four months ago when the world was speculating on the date 
Europe would be invaded, Prime Minister Churchill remarked that he certainly had 
given no guarantee, or even held out any expectation that the year 1944 would see 
the end of the European war. Last week, the British statesman abandoned pessimism, 
and told diplomats in London whose immunities have been restored, that the 
victories of this allied campaign may bring full success to the cause of freedom. 
Not given to prediction, it is assumed that Mr. Churchill was speaking with knowl- 
edge which the public at large does not possess. Yet such information as is available 
would seem to provide justification for the forecast he made. Not that peace in the 
accepted sense of that word will come during the next few months. Rather that the 
military power of our enemies will be shown to be so weakened if not broken, that 
their submission will follow in due course, perhaps during the coming winter or next 
spring. 

A review of the global military situation, which Mr. Churchill must have had 
first in mind in speaking gas he did, would seem to support the optimistic view he 
expressed not only with reference to Europe but to the Far East. The United Nations 
control the Seas, and are superior, and in certain theatres, supreme in the air. Their 
powerful Armies are facing our enemies and are capable of reenforcement. They 
possess the initiative everywhere save in China. We have broken into the Fortress 
of Europe by way of Normandy, and are on the eve of capturing the important port 
of Cherbourg for supply use against beleagured Germany. Italy, out of the war, isa 
battlefield with our troops advancing up the leg of the Peninsula. A Red Army has 
advanced into Finland, captured Viborg 125 miles from Helsinki, and reports from 
Sweden foreshadow the creation of a Peace Ministry which will seek terms from Mos- 
cow; and other Red Armies are poised to strike on the German eastern front. In the 
Far East, American Marines have occupied the more militarily valuable part of Sai- 
pan Island of the Mariana group, and seized the air fields. The Seabees are putting 
them into shape for our use; our powerful Fleet, after destroying 600 Japanese 
planes, half of them carrier borne, pursued the enemy and inflicted ship and plane 
losses; our unexcelled B-29’s which made their initial attack upon the Japanese 
steel center at Yawata, are preparing to continue not only strategic bombing 
of industries, but to assist the Fleet where feasible; and Admiral Nimitz, pay- 
ing tribute to General MacArthur’s cooperation in connection with his central Pacific 
campaign, thereby emphasized the official reports of the progress that Commander is 
making in wresting all of New Guinea from Japanese control and getting into a 
position to reoccupy Minadanao. Only in China is the situation serious. There the 
Japanese have captured Changsha, whence on three prior occasions they were driven 
by the Chinese, and are making a drive from Canton to gain possession of the rail- 
road to Hankow. If their strategy be successful, they will have cut China in two, 
and have interior lines of communication running from Manchuria to the southern 
border of the country. Such an achievement followed by the establishment of defen- 
sive positions. General Chennault, who is not given to foreboding, says might prolong 
the War in the Far East for years. 

Except for this sore spot in the United Nations situation, there is in Washington 
as well as in London and Moscow, a sober understanding of the consequences already 
flowing from the accomplishments to date. With Finland on the eve of creating a 
peace Ministry, and Moscow announcing that the terms it will impose will be harsher 
than those submitted in April, the Balkan States are recalling the warning given to 
them to get out of the warn, or suffer the disaster which rigorous demands would en- 
tail. Where the United States could have helped, and Secretary Hull did attempt to 
help to assuage Russian wrath, our influence exercised in behalf of that 
country will be almost at the vanishing point once it is conquered. Two months ago 
Stalin was willing to agree to peace with Finland if she expelled German ships and 
troops, accepted the 1940 frontier, cut her Army in half, ceded Petsamo to Russia, 
and over the next five years paid an indemnity of $600 millions. In return, Stalin 
agreed to abandon all claim to the important fortress of Hengo. We may expect 
Stalin now to keep Hengo, but more than this he may require the establishment of a 
Government which will lean toward the notion of joining the Soviet Union as a 
Soviet Republic. We would have no more sympathy for such a Government than 
we have for that now in power which Secretary Hull denounced as pro-Nazi, and the 
Minister of which in Washington he dismissed ostensibly because his personal be- 
havior was injurious to the cause of the United Nations but in fact to induce the 
people to set up a Ministry that would move for peace. The expulsion of the Min- 
ister did not break relations with Finland, and the door remains open for Mr. Hull 
to use his good offices in her behalf should Stalin be willing to permit them to be 
exercised. 

It isa matter of regret that good fortune is bringing to the surface the sharpness 
of differences between the Big Three Powers which was absent when they were on 
the defensive. Following a debate in the Senate when Senator Wheeler, of Montana, 
proposed an investigation to determine whether Mr. Churchill before becoming Prime 
Minister, had obtained assurances of help in the war from President Roosevelt, 
British Minister of War Production Lyttleton in a speech before the American 
Chamber of Commerce in London, was quoted as saying that Japan was “provoked” 
by the United States into attacking Pearl Harbor. Secretary Hull promptly denied 
this charge, pointed out that Japan for years had notoriously followed a program of 
the widest conquest, and that the lend-lease aid given to Britain and other countries 
in resisting conquest was vital to American defense, In the House of Commons, 
Lyttleton declared that what he was quoted as saying was “manifestly untrue,” 
apologized, and claimed he had merely tried to make clear Britain’s gratitude for the 
assistance we gave her before Pearl Harbor. The apology was not accepted in the 
Senate where a demand was made that he be driven from the ministry. That Prime 
Minister Churchill realizes the political implications involved in the off-hand words 
spoken by his Minister, was shown by his action in requiring that official to explain 
them, and by his immediate communication with the President. Perhaps, the Prime 
Minister had a certain sympathy with Mr. Lyttleton, for it is recalled he suggested 
in 1942 that the United States would have to bear the brunt of the war against Japan 
after Germany was beaten, and, subsequently and emphatically gave assurances that 
his country would fight alongside the United States until the Far Eastern enemy is 
destroyed. The Lyttleton remarks were unfortunate especially at this time when the 
Presidential campaign is reaching the point of heat; otherwise it might be dis- 
missed as a garbled expression due to an extemporaneous interpolation in a prepared 
address. The British stress that what the Minister sought to emphasize was ap- 
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preciation for the “stupendous” assistance we had given his country in its hour of 
need, but particularly among Democrats in Congress there continues resentment at 
his inept and untrue statement that we were responsible for the Japanese attack 
upon us. It is expected that in Japan his assertion will be regarded as confirmation 
of the claim of the Tojo Government that Japan is the innocent victim of American 
aggression, and throughout the Far East it will be quoted to support propaganda to 
this effect. More important, however, in that section of the world are the operations 
in which we are engaged. The Chinese people know that the enemy which for seven 
years has been trying to enslave them, is now under our bombs, and his fleet is being 
weakened. Then, too, Vice President Wallace is in Chungking giving to Generalissimo 
Chiang-Kai-Shek assurances of far greater support to come, and suggesting that the 
common boundary between China and Russia will be like that between the United 
States and Canada. Mr. Wallace has been in Siberia, and that he spoke with the 
authority of the Soviet Government is doubtful. It is suggested that that 
Government may have its own ideas as to where the boundary line shall be, as it has 
with reference to Finland, the Baltic States, Poland and Roumania. 

The political crisis in Italy has been settled by Allied recognition of the govern- 
ment formed by Premier Bonomi. In accordance with our promise to permit the 
Italian people to form their own Government once Rome was occupied, Secretary Hul) 
insisted that such recognition be granted. Fearing the Government would not abide 
by the terms of the armistice, London desired the inclusion of Marshal Badoglio in 
the Ministry, and the question of whether this will be done remains to be settled. 
However, Premier Bonomi and his associates are fully acquainted with those terms 
and are pledged to abide by them. The various difficult questions raised by de Gaulle 
and his Committee on French Liberation are being discussed by their representatives 
and Foreign Minister Eden in London. The United States is not a party to those 
negotiations, but is being advised of their progress. As in the case of Italy, th: 
President is determined that the French people shall organize their own Government, 
and that he will not force de Gaulle or anyone else upon them. One gratifying de- 
velopment in this matter is that Russia has refused to recognize the de Gaulle Com- 
mittee as the Provisional Government of France. Marshal Stalin holds that France 
is within the military zone of the United States and Britain, and it is for them to 
determine what the Committee’s status shall be. This attitude is that which Secre- 
tary Hull consistenly has observed. He holds that General Eisenhower shall decide all 
questions of civilian control of freed areas so long as those areas are important to 
military operations, and, in fact, he has made no political move regarding them with- 
out consultation with the Chief of Staff and the Chief of Naval Operations. 

It is not agreeable to Denmark that the United States and other United Nations 
have recognized the Republic of Iceland. Occupied three years ago by American 
troops, following British seizure, the Copenhagen authorities believed that island and 
Greenland would revert to their Danish connection after the war. Now the people of 
the island have established a Republic, and the President has given it formal recog- 
nition. The question has arisen as to what will be the fate of Greenland. We have 
pledged that that Danish colony will be restored to the motherland, although it is 
suggested in military circles that for the defense of the United States it would be 
desirable for us to retain permanent bases thereon. In the case of Iceland, it is fully 
expected that it will cooperate with the United States in the future. An executive or- 
der placed it within the western Hemisphere and, therefore, it is subject to our 
policy of defense under the Monroe doctrine. When the war ends, probably Den- 
mark will have something to say to us about both Iceland and Greenland, and, per- 
haps, demand compensation for our use of them, and by reason of her close proximity 
to the former, Britain will be interested in the question of any protectorate it may 
propose to exercise over them. 





Army Air Forees—Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Deputy Chief of Staff, appearing 
at a Senate subcommittee hearing on the Military Establishment Appropriation Bill, 
questioned as to the proportion of officers in the Army Air Forces, stated: 

“There are approximately 175,000 officers rated as pilots, bombardiers, navigators 
and the like. I would say that not over 10 per cent of the total personnel of the 
Air Forces are flying personnel.” 

A further report of the operation of the Tactical Air Force of the Mediterranean 
Air Forces which completed the wreckage of German transportation lines in Italy 
before the fall of Rome, was made public this week. 

During May, in fighter and fighter-bomber operations, the Tactical Air Torce, 
commanded by Maj. Gen. John K. Cannon, flew 39,187 sorties in 5,153 missions, 
dropped 20,580 tons of bombs, destroyed 81 enemy aircraft in aerial combat and 19 


on the ground, probably destroyed 11 more in the air and two on the ground, and 
damaged 43 in aerial combat and 17 on the ground. 
The Tactical Air Force, with 98 of its own planes shot down and 44 others miss- 


ing. lost 115 crews. For this loss it exacted not only the toll against enemy air- 
craft but the following destruction of the enemy transport system: 156 railroads 
and roads cut or blocked; 95 bridges destroyed and 198 damaged; 773 tracks cut; 
21 locomotives destroyed and 21 damaged; 10 tunnels bottled up; 28 tunnels partly 
blocked; 44 fuel and ammunition dumps destroyed ; 48 buildings exploded or set on 
fire; 21 ships and small boats sunk and 44 damaged; 2,768 armored vehicles and 
motor transports demolished and 2,427 damaged. 

AIR SURGEON—Maj. James BF. Crane, senior flight surgeon for the Air Force 
Rest Area in New Zealand, reports that short periods of rest and recreation alter 
three months of combat is working wonders for fliers of the 13th Air Force in the 
South Pacifie. ‘ 

“These rest camps where the men eat steak, drink fresh milk, sleep late and 
pass the time according to their individual whims and fancies for nine days have 
resulted in a high morale, improved health and an eagerness to return to comb 
said Major Crane. 

The squadrons on the front lines in the Solomon Islands rotate their personne! s° 
that a man gets in every three months to the rest camp. Several thousand men have 
passed through the rest camps during the year Major Crane has been the flight surseo! 
there. From the 2,000 he personally interviewed he found morale excellent. When 
the men finish their leave they generally have gained about a pound a day. 

TRAINING COMMAND—Working from the most complete list of non-military 
pilot talent yet compiled, 10 screening boards of the AAF Training Command are 
currently presenting a broad program of AAF training opportunities to civilian fly- 
ing instructors. 

The program is designed to reclaim for Air Forces uses instructors whose

Naval Aeronauties—Rear Adm. DeWitt C. Ramsey, chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, speaking 17 June over the Mutual Broadcasting System on a special U. 8. 
Treasury War Bond show, declared that our recent Pacific successes are due to the 
intelligent use of air power in coordination with surface forces. 

Following are highlights from his address: 

“We have said before that our accelerated Pacific offensive will not be retarded 
by our Naval commitments in the Atlantic and European waters, Perhaps the Japan- 
ese were inclined to take that assertion more seriously when they heard the crash 
of bombs upon Guam, Saipan, Tinian and Rota the other day in the longest, non- 
stop operation our forces have conducted since the assault on the Marshalls. 

“The recipe for our recent Pacific success is the intelligent use of air power in 
coordination with surface forces. Operating from major bases two and three thou- 
sand miles away, we have pursued generally a policy of hitting the Japanese occu- 
pied islands first with spearhead carrier forces to knock out enemy strongholds, and 
then followed up with occupation forces protected by planes and the guns of surface 
ships. 

“The spark plug of our Pacific offensives is the aircraft carrier. We will have 
over 100 of them in commission by the end of this year.” 

Nine members of the crew of a Brazilian Navy patrol plane which helped destroy 
an enemy submarine have been decorated by the U. S. Navy. In the face of severe 
antiaircraft fire the Brazilians attacked with such determination and skill that they 
scored a direct hit on the surfaced vessel.

Women’s Army Corps—It costs more to clothe a woman than a man, even in the 
Army! The initial clothing issued to an enlisted WAC costs $181.86 as compared to 
$111.24 to an enlisted man, a House appropriations subcommittee was told by Army 
officials during testimony on the 1945 Military Appropriation Bill. Similarly, it was 
pointed out, annual maintenance of the clothing of an enlisted WAC in the United 
States costs $106.81 as compared with $72.20 for the enlisted man. In theaters of 
operations, issuance of special combat equipment to enlisted men brings their annual 
individual maintenance cost to $133.77. Annual maintenance of the clothing of a WAC 
overseas is $107.68. 

There were 5,845 WAC officers on 31 March 1944, Col. Oveta Culp Hobby, WAC 
Director, told the committee. This represents an excess of officers over enlisted 
personnel due to the large losses of enlisted personnel when the Women’s Army Aux- 
iliary Corps was converted into the Women’s Army Corps. At that time the WAAC 
lost about 25 per cent of its enlisted personnel, about less than four per cent of its 
officers. The WAC officer candidate school is now graduating only 50 officers each 
three months, or 200 a year. . 

Colonel Hobby told the committee that the officer personnel consisted of 9 
lieutenant colonels, 48 majors, 553 captains, 1,712 first lieutenants and 3,524 second 
lieutenants. 


Judge Advocate General’s Department—aA total of 15,281 prisoners have been re- 
ceived in rehabilitation centers. Of this number, 4,500, or nearly one-third have been 
dishonorably discharged from the Army, or sent to the U. 8S. disciplinary barracks. On 
31 March, 1944, there were 99 base camps and 94 branch camps for prisoners of war, 
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Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, Commanding General, Army Service Forces, reported to the 
subcommittee on military appropriations in a hearing on the Military Appropriation 
Bill for 1945. These installations are under the direction of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army. 


Military Police—Thousands of Military Police officers and enlisted men completed 
training at the First Military Police Training Center (Avn) during the first year’s his- 
tory of the organization and are now stationed in virtually every theater of operations 
in the world, Lt. Col. Benedict Ray, commanding officer of the MPTCA, told the hun- 
dreds of troops in training at the M. P. aviation security training center at Barksdale 
Field, Shreveport, La., during the unit’s activation day anniversary, 6 June. By coinci- 
dence the anniversary fell on D-Day, start of the Allied invasion of France. 

A review of troops honoring Col. William B. Wright, base commanding officer, 
and Colonel Ray, featured the program. Thirteen units participated with Lt. Col. Har- 
old R. Noack, executive officer of the MPTCA, now designated as Section Y, 331st 
AAF Base Unit (RTU MB), as commander of troops. 

Lt. Col. Ernest G. Buhrmaster, who served as provost marshal of an Air Force 
group under Lt. Gen. James Doolittle in North Africa, became the first commanding 
officer of the MPTC, and on 21 Oct. 1943, was succeeded by Colonel Ray, 1933 gradut 
ate of West Point. 


Bureau of Ships—The destroyer escorts Kirwin and Ruchamkin were launched 15 
June at Philadelphia Navy Yard. The Kirwin was christened in honor of the late 
Lt. John J. Kirwin by his mother, Mrs. Andrew J. Kirwin.

Ordnanee Department—The Ordnance Department reports that the rocket projectile 
fired from planes is proving quite dependable. Dive bombers in the China-Burma- 
India Theater are using the weapon effectively against all types of ground, sea and 
air targets. 

A recent combat report states that eight planes loaded with bombs and rockets 
made a normal bombing run, building up airspeeds in excess of 400 miles per hour 
and pulling out. This speed did not affect the rockets adversely and the rockets did 
not affect the accuracy of the raid. 

Today, aircraft squadrons fly with many combination installations—depth 
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charges and rockets, extra gasoline tanks and rockets, 500-pound bombs and rockets, 
and 1,000-pound bombs and rockets. Rocket launchers can be easily attached to 
both fighter and bomber planes and their employment is readily learned by pilots, 


Signal Corps—Appearing before a House subcommittee during hearings on the 
War Department Military Appropriation Bill for 1945, Maj. Gen. H. ©. Ingles, Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army, stated that funds requested for research and development 
show a small decrease from the fiscal year 1944 level. This essential activity which ig 
keeping this country in the lead in the communications and radar field, he revealed, is 
conducting continuous research on developments such as low and high level bling 
bombing, blind landing and other navigational equipment, control equipment for cuided 
missiles, radio countermeasure equipment, radio relay systems, and the development of 
frequency modulated equipment for front-line use including the development of sub- 
stitutes for critical material. 

General Ingles further stated the Signal Corps planned to maintain 45,000 carrier 
pigeons during fiscal year 1945. This, he stated, “provides supplies for 20 pigeon com- 
panies at an average strength of 50 per cent.”

Less than four hours after General Eisenhower’s announcement that the in 
vasion of Europe had begun, the first photographs of the operation were given to 
news picture agencies in Washington by the War Department Bureau of Public Re- 
lations. 

It was at 5:22 a. m., EWT, on 6 June that the first picture, showing Infantry- 
men embarking from England in a landing craft, was received over the radiotelephoto 
circuits of the Army Communications Service, Office of the Chief Signal Officer. By 
7:30 a. m. it had been developed, copies had been made, and it was ready for distribua- 
tion. 


Battleships in Invasion—Three United States battleships which saw service through 
the entire World War I are engaged in invasion operations in the English Channel. 
They are the Arkansas, Texas and Nevada, oldest battleships on active combat duty 
in the U. S. Navy. All three ships have undergone extensive improvement during the 
past few years. The latest type antiaircraft guns have been installed, elevation of 
main batteries has been increased and other equipment vital to fighting modern enemy 
warships and aviation has been added. 

The USS Nevada, grounded and badly damaged by the Japanese at Pearl 
Harbor on 7 Dec. 1941, returned to the fray to provide valuable air cover and fire 
support in the capture of Attu, 11-18 May 1943. The Nevada was raised in three 
months and returned to the West Coast for repairs less than a year later. 

Most active has been the USS Texas. Following an escort trip to Iceland early 
in 1942, she returned to this country for overhauling and a period of training. This 
was followed by convoy escort work to the Canal Zone and Bermuda and one trip to 
the United Kingdom. 

The Texas then participated in the operations against North Africa, crossing the 
Atlantic with the convoy to Medhia, French Morocco, The Texas supplied fire sup 
port and aerial support at Port Lyautey, 8 November 1942, and later. Officers and 
men from the Texas temporarily assumed the responsibility of running the office of 
the Captain of the Port for Port Lyautey and salvaged a number of vessels scuttled 
there. 

During 1943, the Texas served as escorc for North African convoys. 

The oldest battleship in the fleet today is the Arkansas. On 7 December 1941, 
both the Arkansas and the Texas were at Casco Bay, Maine. They made a run 
to Iceland with a convoy in the winter of 1941-42. The Arkansas then returned to 
the United States and remained on the East Coast through the spring of 1942, divid- 
ing her time among training, overhaul and yard repairs. She made two convoy trips 
to the United Kingdom in the summer and early fall of 1942, during one of which 
her Commanding Officer, Rear Adm. (then Capt.) Carleton F. Bryant, USN, directed 
the coordination of units in rescue and salvage operations of the USS Waketield, 
which caught fire at sea. Then the Arkansas was in the escort group which took a 
convoy to North Africa, well after the initial phase of the invasion in that theater. 

Further training periods in the Chesapeake Bay area were followed by ad- 
ditional convoy trips to North Africa in the spring of 1943. After another overhaul 
and training period, the battleship returned to convoy duty in the fal! of 1943.

To enable the Secretary of the Navy to 
sell to Latin-American countries vessels 
of less than 1,000 gross tonnage, the 
House this week passed H.R. 4991, which 
would remove transfer restrictions in ex- 
isting law.

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Coast Guard Procurement

OAST Guard Procurement after 

reaching its peak during the fiscal 

year of 1943 was reduced in 1944 and a 
further reduction is contemplated during 
the coming fiscal year of 1945 as the to- 
tal authorized complement of the Service 
becomes stabilized at the highest figure 
yet attained. 

Several outstanding factors combine to 
permit this reduction, which is consid- 
ered to reflect the present logistical posi- 
tion of this service .in relation to the ef- 
forts of our forces abroad and the re- 
sults of the past productive efforts of in- 
dustry within the United States. 

Total appropriations made by the 
Congress for the operation and main- 
tenance of the Coast Guard for the fiscal 
year 1945 aggregate $438,406,000. By far 
the greater portion of the total, or $369,- 
949,000, covers the pay and allowances 
of military personnel, including travel, 
training, and retired pay. 

There was appropriated for pay of 
civilian personnel a total of $14,768,000 
for about 6350 employees, which is 
about 1550 less than for 1944. This 
amount covers the pay of the clerical 
force at Headquarters and in the field 
offices, mechanical forces at bases, de- 
pots, and the Coast Guard Yard, the 
civilian merchant marine inspection 
force, lamplighters, and for retired pay 
of members of the former Lighthouse 
Service. 

A total of $54,202,000 has been appro- 
priated for general expenses for the op- 
eration and maintenance of vessels, air- 
planes, shore establishments and the 
buoyage system. Included in this amount 
are funds for the replacement of pas- 
senger automobiles, trucks and tractors, 
for the repair of vessels and aircraft, 
the maintenance and upkeep of the com- 
munications system of the Coast Guard 
and for the upkeep and replacement of 
buoys. 

No funds were made available for ma- 
jor construetion of either ‘vessels or 
shore facilities. $800,000 has been appro- 
priated to allow the service to continue 
its program of replacing over-age small 


boats, and $2,524,000 for rebuilding and 
repairing existing shore facilities, al- 
though no major rebuilding projects are 
contemplated. During the fiscal year 1945, 
full advantage will be taken of the utili- 
zation of surplus property. The inaugura- 
tion of systematic control of such sur- 
plus properties, coupled with absolute 
prohibition of procurement of like items 
as long as such surplus exists, is ena- 
bling the Coast Guard to gradually con- 
sume a major portion of its own excess 
supplies, and it is expected that this pro- 
cedure will materially help the Coast 
Guard to keep within its appropriations.

OBITUARIES 


Brig. Gen. Don F. Pratt was killed in 
action 6 June, the day Allied forces in- 
vaded France. Pilots of the United States 
9th Troop Carrier Command reported, on 
return to their bases, that his glider, one 
of the first down, made a crash landing. 

General Pratt was born at Brookfield, only 
a few miles from the birthplace of General 
John J. Pershing. He attended the universi- 
ties of Minnesota and Wisconsin and entered 
the Army Aug. 9, 1917. 

After serving in California and Alaska, he 
was transferred to the 3d Infantry at Fort 
Snelling, Minn., where he remained three 
years as commanding officer of Companies 
K and M, and later as regimental adjutant. 

He was graduated from the Company Of- 
ficers Class at Fort Benning, Ga., in 1925 
and was ordered to the University of Min- 
nesota for duty with the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps. He remained there until the 
summer of 1930, when he was assigned for 
the two-year course at the Command and 
General Staff School at Fort Leavenworth. 

Then he was detailed to China. At the close 
of the Chinese Service he entered the War 
College at Washington, graduating with the 
Class of ’37. He was transferred to the In- 
fantry School at Fort Benning as instructor 
in Military tactics and served four years. 
Then he was transferred to the 43d Division 
at Camp Blanding, where he was chief of 
staff. He was promoted from colonel to Brig. 
General in August, 1942. 

His wife and a brother, Lt, Col. Fabian L. 
Pratt, live in San Francisco.

Col. 8. M. de Loffre, USA-Ret., died in 
the Ft. Jay, N. Y., hospital on 7 June of 
angina pectoris, and was buried in Lin- 
wood cemetery, Columbus, Ga., 14 June, 
with full military honors.

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Ft. Riley, Kansas, as student, as instruc- 
tor in horsemanship and as a member of 
the Army Riding Team, will mourn the 
death of Lt. Col. Russell C. Winchester, 
Cav.-Ret., which occurred at Brooke Gen- 
eral Hospital, Ft. Sam Houston, Texas, 
17 June, after a lingering illness. 

A native of Syracuse, N. Y., and just turn- 
ed 50 years of age, Col, Winchester’s last 
station was with the Central Defense Com- 
mand, Great Lakes Sector, Chicago, but he 
had been spending the last seven months in 
San Antonio.

Remove Summer Dress Ban 
The ban on sale of Navy uniform cloth- 


ing and gear to SPARS by retail outlets 
was lifted by the Navy Department on 
9 June. 

Imposed on 24 April, the prohibition 
against sales to SPARS was intended to 
make stocks of the summer seersucker 
uniform available for WAVES. SPARS 
were permitted to take delivery on uni- 
forms already ordered and were per- 


mitted to make purchases through their’ 


clothing lockers. 
Training as “Pill-Rollers” 

Headquarters has requested district 
coast guard officers to give preference for 
pharmacists’ mate training to SPARS as- 
signed as hospital apprentices or as 
pharmacists’ mates’ strikers for the 
greatest length of time within the district. 
SPAR pharmacists’ mates second class 
and higher are not eligible for the train- 
ing. 

Benefits for Reservists 

Personnel of the Coast Guard Tem- 
porary Reserve and Coast Guard Auxili- 
ary killed or injured in service would be 
entitled to the benefits payable to a per- 
son earning $150 a month in the govern- 
ment service, under terms of a bill H.R. 
8704, reported this week by the House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries Commit- 


tee. 

The bill also authorizes payment for 
loss of any private vessel used under 
terms of the Coast Guard Auxiliary and 
Reserve Act where it is determined the 
responsibility for the loss rests with the 
Coast Guard. 

Under present law, members of the 
Auxiliary have no recourse whatever in 
ease of injury or death while on duty, 
while members of the Reserve receive 
varying rates, depending upon pay and 
allowances drawn. With a determination 
that these persons shall be considered, 
for U. S. Employees’ Compensation Act 
purposes, to be earning $150 a month, 
compensation for total disability whether 
permanent or temporary would be $100 
a month, while in case of death a widow 
would receive $52.50 a month,

Need Not Accept Appointments 


At the request of the War Depart- 
ment, legislation was introduced in the 
House and Senate this week which would 
provide that all service personnel who are 
tendered warrants or commissions would 
be presumed to have accepted such ap- 
pointments on the date when made, un- 
less the appointments are individually 
refused. 

The bills, S. 2011 and H.R. 5068, would 
be effective from 7 Dec. 1941 until six 
months after termination of the war. 

The bills extend to original appoint- 
ments the same philosophy as an act ap- 
proved 14 Oct. 1942, which provided that 
promotions should be deemed to have been 
accepted effective the date made, unless 
specifically declined. 

In requesting the legislation, the War 
Department told the Congress that often 
warrant officers and enlisted men are 
given battlefield promotions but depart 
from the theater before they execute oath 
and acceptance of the appointment. Simi- 
larly, flight officers are appointed to com- 
missioned grades in some cases, but leave 
for overseas theaters before receiving no- 
tice of appointment. 

Persons appointed to warrant or com- 
missioned rank may be killed, wounded, 
beseiged or captured before accepting the 
new office, the department said, thus los- 
ing benefits of the new office. 

Text of the bills introduced follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., that any enlisted per- 
son of the Army of the United States who, 
while on active duty, is temporarily appoint- 
ed as a warrant officer in the Army of the 
United States, any warrant officer of the 
Army of the United States who, while on 
active duty, is temporarily appointed therein 
to a higher warrant grade, or any such en- 
listed person or warrant officer who is tem- 
porarily appointed as a commissioned of- 
ficer in the Army of the United States shall 
be deemed for all purposes, without formal 
acceptance or oath of office, to have accepted 
such appointment upon the date it is made, 
unless he shall expressly decline such ap- 
pointment; shall be entitled from such date 
to the pay and allowances of the grade to 
which so appointed; and shall be deemed to 


have been ordered to and to have entered 
upon active duty on such date in the grade 
to which so appointed. 

Sec. 2. No person shall suffer any re- 
duction in pay or allowances by reason of 
any provisions of this Act and nothing in 
this Act shall be deemed to modify or re- 
peal the Act of July 7, 1943 (Public Law 114, 
Seventy-eighth. Congress). 

Sec. 3. This Act shall be effective as of 
December 7, 1941, and shall continue in force 
until six months after the termination of 
the war in which the United States is pres- 
ently engaged,

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Medical Dept. Procurement 


EDICAL Department procurement 
in 1944 forecast equals about nine- 
tenths of one percent of total Army Sup- 
ply Program procurement. The military 
importance of the material, and the pro- 
curement difficulties involved, have little 
relationship to the comparative dollar 
value of medical supplies. For example, 
deliveries of 22 materials, each allotted 
by WPRB, must be coordinated to meet 
required production of sulfadiazine tab- 
lets on seshedule. The total sufadiazine 
program for 1943 was less than the cost 
of five M6 heavy tanks. 

Procurement of Medical material is 
aimed at providing medical, dental, and 
veterinary care for: (1) a growing and 
an increasingly dispersed Army to in- 
sure minimum “man days lost” due to 
illness; (2) casualties; and (3) public 
health in occupied territories. 

Medical procurement is divided into 
five major categories: Drugs, Chemicals, 
and Biologicals; Surgical Materiel ; Den- 
tal equipment; X-Ray and Hospital 
Equipment and Supplies; Field Equip- 
ment and Supplies. Each group is an- 





alyzed in subsequent paragraphs. 

Drugs, Chemicals, and Biologicals: 
Drugs, chemicals, and biologicals in 
1943 represented approximately one- 
third of total Medical procurement, 
while for 1944 it is estimated that this 
major group will include over 52 per cent 
of Medical deliveries. However, this is 
caused by the sharp contraction in pro- 
curement of other types of material and 
the growth in penicillin requirements. 

Drugs procured are finished pharma- 
ceuticals, i. e., pills, tablets, ampules, syr- 
ups, mixtures, spirits, liniments, tinc- 
tures, fluid and powdered extracts, oint- 
ments, etc., generally recognized in the 
United Stats Pharmacopeia or the Na- 
tional Formulary. 

Chemicals are used in the preparation 
and compounding of medicines. Procure- 
ment includes organic chemicals as bu- 
tane, methane, camplior, and such com- 
mon inorganic chemicals as sodium chlo- 
ride and sodium phosphate. 

Biologicals procurement includes se- 
rums, vaccines, antitoxins, bacterins, ag- 
gressins, Their preparation requires: (a) 
The growing and handling of mass cul- 
tures of bacteria, (b) their treatment by 
technical processes so that they may be 
made into vaccines, (c) the production 
of serums and antitoxins, (d) the prep- 
aration of attenuated viruses, and (e) 
the preparation of protein extracts. 

It is planned to improve procurement 
of biologicals and other items requiring 
expiration dates by the use of more 
flexible contracts providing for bulk 
storage of material by contractors as 
required, thereby assuring the supply of 
items with the longest possible dating. 
This, together with anticipated closely 
coordinated control of expiration dated 
iems should (1) insure adequate pro- 
duction to meet Medical Department re- 
quirements, regular or emergency, (2 
maintain even flow of normal require- 
ments from a source through channels 
to ultimate user, (3) reduce excess 
stocks and returns to a minimum, (4) 
decrease losses due to transfers and out- 
dated materials to a minimum. 


Surgical Material (Dressings, 
ments, Appliances, Laboratory Equip- 


ment and Supplies: Procurement of sur- 
gical materiel, one of the most urgent 
medical needs, represents the initiation 
and maintenance of a tremendously ex- 
panded and difficult production program 
with no diminution of quality of the 
materiel procured. Less than 20 per cent 
of the surgical instruments used prior 
to the war were manufactured in this 
country. Today, we are supplying all 
types and models to our hospials and the 
hospitals of our allies. 

Dental Equipment and Supplies: Since 
Pearl Harbor, the Army personnel have 
had more than 35,000,000 teeth filled and 
9,475,000 extractions. Over 1,200,000 new 
dentures have been furnished and 3,800,- 
000 prophylactics and pyorrhea treat- 
ments provided. In the first half of 1944, 
the Army will require approximately 2,- 
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000,000 artificial teeth per month. 

Hospital Equipment: Items procured 
as Hospital Equipment inelude physio- 
therapy materiel, X-Ray units, steriliz- 
ers, orthopedic and other supplies. 

Field Equipment: Includes items such 
as Litters, Instruments, Sterilizers, X- 
Ray Field Units, and First-Aid Kits. 





Medical Kits For Prisoners 

In an effort to provide, despite unusual 
difficulties, the best possible care for 
American prisoners under control of the 
Japanese, the Army Medical (Depart- 
ment has developed special medical sup- 
plies for shipment to the Far Bast, com- 
plete with instructions for their use by 
prisoners of war and civilian internees 
in isolated camps. 

The American Red Cross has requisi- 
tioned a number of units and has in- 
formed the Medical Department that it 
is hopeful that permission for distribu- 
tion will be granted by the Japanese 
Government, 

Besides drugs, the shipments contain 
dressings, simple types of surgical and 
dental instruments, sterilizing equip- 
ment, insecticides, and water prifiers. 

The shipments are prepared in three 
types of units—a 100-Man Unit, contain- 
ing five separate packages, A Hospital 
Unit and a Bulk Supplies Unit. 

Approximately 126 different drugs are 
provided and each individual package of 
the 100-Man Unit contains a booklet with 
precise instructions, couched in simple, 
non-technical terms, for use of the medi- 
cines. A preface to the booklet cautions 
laymen to exercise care In using the 
medicines and to do so on the advice of a 
physician or trained nurse if at all pos- 
sible. The 100-Man Unit contains those 
drugs which can be best used by laymen, 
while the Hospital and Bulk Supplies 
Units are intended for installations 
where professional services may be avail- 
able.

ing the highest rank for until after the 
war. The “Fieet Admiral” bill will be 
in effect only for the duration, as stated 
above. 

What steps the Army will take if the 
“Fleet Admiral” bill becomes law like- 
wise are not known. 

It is known that at the time the first 
“Admiral of the Fleet” bill was intro- 
duced the rank of Field Marshal was 
proposed for General Marshall, but that 
officer vetoed the suggestion. 

Later, the Navy considered two ranks 
above Admiral for its officers, those of 
“Admiral of the Fleet” and “Admiral of 
the Navy,” and proposed that the Army 
press for two similar ranks, “General 
of the Army” and “General of the Armies 
of the United States.” This suggestion 
also was disapproved by the Army, 
which finally agreed to support legisla- 
tion to open the rank of “General of the 
Armies of the United States” to two offi- 
cers in addition to General Pershing if 
the Navy obtained the rank of “Admiral 
of the Navy.” 

Since the Navy and Army have already 
declared the ranks of “Admiral of the 
Navy” and “General of the Armies of the 
United States” to be equal, and the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee has indicated that 
the rank of “Fleet Admiral” is below 
that of “Admiral of the Navy” and, 
therefore, below that of “General of the 
Armies of the United States,” the Army’s 
course of action in the event the “Fleet 
Admiral” bill becomes law is not at all 
clear. 

The War Department may remain out 
of the rank controversy. “General Mar- 
shall doesn’t need any higher rank than 
he has now to run this war,” one high 
officer stated this week, declaring that 
the department had given no considera- 
tion to the rank question. 

Second, the department may ask for a 
comparable rank to “Fleet Admiral” with 
equal pay. There has never been a rank 
in the United States Army between Gen- 
eral and “General of the Armies of the 
United States.” However, the intermed- 
iate rank could be created just as the in- 
termediate rank of “Fleet Admiral” is 
being created in the Navy, which hereto- 
fore has never had a rank betwen Ad- 
miral and “Admiral of the Navy.” 

Finally, the department may press for 
expansion of the grade of “General of 
the Armies of the United States” despite 
the precedents against such a move.

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John J. Pershing, and has heretofore 
been held only by one person at a time 
and always by an officer who disting- 
uished himself in action. The only hold- 
ers of the honor prior to General Persh- 
ing were, successively, Generals Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan. 

The text of S. 2019 as passed by the 
Senate and the report of the Senate Na- 
val Affairs Committee follow: 

The Bill 

Be it enacted, ete., That the grade of fleet 
admiral of the United States Navy is hereby 
established on the active list of the line of 
the Regular Navy as the highest grade in the 
Navy. Appointments to said grade shall be 
made by the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, from among 
line officers on the active list and retired line 
officers on active duty serving in the rank of 
admiral in the Navy at the time of such ap- 
pointment. The number of officers of such 
grades on the active list at any one time 
shall not exceed two. 

Sec. 2. Appointments under authority of 
this act shall be made without examination 
and shall continue in force during such pe- 
riod as the President shall determine. The 
permanent or temporary status of officers of 
the active list appointed to a higher grade 
pursuant to section 1 hereof shall not be va- 
cated solely by reason of such appointment, 
nor shall such appointees be prejudiced in 
regard to promotion, in accordance with laws 
relating to the Navy. An officer appointed 
from the retired list to the grade of fleet ad- 
miral of the United States Navy on the active 
list as provided in section 1 hereof shall, upon 
the termination of such appointment, revert 
to the status held by him prior to such ap- 


pointment, except as otherwise provided 
herein. 
Sec. 3. Appointees under this act shall, 


while on active duty, receive the same pay 
and allowances as a rear admiral of the upper 
half, plus a personal money allowance of 
$5,000 per annum. 

Sec. 4. In the discretion of the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, each officer who shall have served in 
the grade or rank of fleet admiral shall, upon 
retirement or revision to the retired list, as 
the case may be, have on the retired list the 
highest grade or rank held by him on the 
active list: Provided, That each such officer 
shall be entitled to retired pay equal to 75 
per cent of the active-duty pay provided here- 
in for a fleet admiral: Provided further, That 
no officer of the naval service on the active 
or retired list shall be appointed or advanced 
to the grade or rank of fleet admiral except 
as provided in this act. . 

Sec. 5. This act shall be effective only 
until 6 months after the termination of the 
wars in which the United States is now en- 
gaged as proclaimed by the President, or 
such earlier date as the Congress by concur- 
rent resolution may fix. 


The Report 

The Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom 
was referred the bill (S. 2019) to establish the 
grade of admiral of the fleet of the United 
States Navy, and for other purposes, having 
considered the same, report favorably there- 
on with amendments, and recommend that 
the bill, as amended, do pass. 

The purpose of the bill is to establish the 
grade of fleet admiral on the active list of 
the Regular Navy, and to provide for ap- 
pointments to such grade. 

Section 1 provides that 
this grade shall be made by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, from among line officers on the ac- 
tive list, and retired line officers on active 
duty serving in the rank of admiral in the 
Navy at the time of such appointment. It 
provides that the number of officers of such 
grades on the active list at any one 
shall not exceed two. 

Section 2 provides that such appointments 
shall be made without examination and shall 
continue in force during the pleasure of the 
President. It also provides that an officer ap- 
pointed from the retired list to the grade of 
fleet admiral on the active list shall, upon the 
termination of such appointment, revert to 
the status held by him prior to such appoint- 
ment, unless he is nominated and confirmed 
by the Senate for the higher rank on the re- 
tired list. 

Section 3 provides that officers appointed 
to the rank of fleet admiral shall receive the 
pay and allowances of a rear admiral of the 
upper half, plus a personal money allowance 
of $5,000 per annum. 

Section 4 provides that the President, by 
and with the advice of the Senate, may ap- 
point officers who have served in the grade 
or rank of fleet admiral on the active list to 
this rank on the retired list. It also estab- 
lishes retired pay for this rank and provides 
that the retired pay shall be 75 per cent of 
the active-duty pay provided for fleet admiral. 

Section 5 is the termination clause and pro- 
vides that the act shall be effective only dur- 
ing the present war and for 6 months there- 
after. 

The highest grade now authorized in the 
United States Navy is that of admiral. 
Throughout the navies of the world, two 
grades senior to that of admiral are recog- 
nized. These are: Fleet admiral, which is one

grade senior; and the admiral of the navy, 
which is two grades senior; and is the high- 
est-recognized grade. The British and Rus- 
sian Navies have the grade of fleet adiniral, 
but it is understood that the German Navy 
now has the grade of admiral of the navy. 

The reasons for creating a higher grade 
than that now existing in the United States 
Navy are as follows: (a) Because of the great 
increase in the size of the Navy and the scope 
of its activities, it is felt that for adminis- 
trative purposes it is necessary to have this 
higher grade; and (b) it is considered highly 
essential that United States naval 
have a rank comparable with their contem- 
poraries of other Allied Nations, 

The committee is of the opinion that the 
prestige of the United States demands that 
naval officers hold rank befitting the great 
naval power, which the United States has be- 
come as a result of the naval expansion nec- 
essary to prosecute the war.

was more in favor of the combat pay pro- 


posal of Senator Tobey, N. H., Represen- 
tative Weiss, Pa., and War Correspondent 
Ernie Pyle than of the proposal to pay 
badge holders. 

Declared Colonel Knighton: 

“The Marine Corps has no objection to 
the payment of extra pay to those who 
acquit themselves creditably in combat, 
but for the reasons stated it cannot make 
a distinction between the infantry and 
other arms and services.” 

The Marine officer explained that in- 
fantry is not a separate branch in the 
Marine Corps and that, except for a few 
highly specialized skills, Marines are ro- 
tated from assignment to assignment. “It 
is undesirable,” he said, “to single out 
those Marines who may at some particu- 
lar time be performing duties as infantry- 
men. 

“The Commandant of the Marine 
Corps,” stated Colonel Knighton, “can- 
not subscribe to the bill in principle in 
that it affects one arm of the 
alone, to the detriment, he believes, of 
the other arms. The commandant definite- 
ly requests that no amendments be made 
to the bill affecting the Marine Corps 
which would not apply to all enlisted men 
of the corps regardless.of the type of or- 
ganization to which attached.”

The contention that the infantry has | 


a more hazardous role and suffers more 
easulties than other arms is “only par- 
tially valid in the type of operations in 
which units of the Marine Corps are en- 
gaged,” Colonel Knighton said. 

He continued: 

“In time of war, when survival in combat 
is the measure of a man's training, it is 
doubtful if incentives in the nature of cash 
prizes are of any value. It is the experience 
of the Marine Corps that every man who is 
now undergoing training is doing his best 
to absorb all the training in the time that 
is available to him. The award of extra pay 
to those who demonstrate the greatest pro- 
ficiency in training would not be as much a 
reward for effort as a gift to those who 
have been endowed by nature and circum- 
stance with a higher degree of intelligence, 
greater knowledge, or better physique than 
their less fortunate fellows. Under these 
conditions it is considered that recognition 
of 75 per cent of its members as ‘expert in- 
fantrymen’ would do less to elevate the 
morale of a Marine unit than the corollary 
recognition of 25 per cent of them as sub- 
normal or inferior infantrymen would do to 
destroy it.” 

The bill, he said, would not be bene- 
ficial to the Marine Corps for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

“1. It would tend to destroy a of 
unity which is a valuable asset to the corps 


sense 
“2. The operations in which Marine units 
are now engaged are of such nature that it 
is illogical to make the Marine infantryman 
eligible for additional pay over and above 
that available to men in the supporting arms 
ahd services. 


“3. A training incentive which will not 
increase the application of the trainee but 
only recognize and reward superior intelli- 


gence, knowledge and physique rather than 
effort is less beneficial than harmful. 

“4. The interruption of advanced unit train- 
ing ... to conduct the individual proficiency 
tests necessary to put the measure into e! 
fect ... is not compatible with the state of 
training or the best interests of the Murine 
Corps. 

“5. In contrast to the normal procedure un 
der which decorations are awarded to those 
individuals whose gallantry or service 
outstanding in order that they may be rec- 
ognized by a grateful public, it is proposed 
to decorate every infantryman who has been 
in combat except those whose service has 
not been creditable. Thus there are singled 
out those men who, in some cases through

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no fault of their own, have been unable to 
stand the test of battle. 

“The Marine Corps does not desire to have 
this bill apply to it.” 

A third witness, Lt. C. 8. Sargent, USN, 


representing the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel, stated that the problem the Army 
is solving through means of the bill has 
no parallel in the Navy, and the Navy 
therefore does not desire inclusion in the 
measure,

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Financial Digest 


The recessing of Congress this week 
saw all appropriation bills passed and 
the new tax bill on the statute books. 
Working against its usual fiscal year 
deadline, action was completed on leg- 
islation to extend wartime price and 
wage controls, 

The Secretary of Labor reports a de- 
cline in all types of labor separations in 
April. The largest decline occurred in 
the lay-off rate, which dropped from nine 
in 1,000 in March to six in 1,000 in 
April. For every 1,000 workers on factory 
pay rolls in April, 68 either changed 
jobs or entirely left manufacturing work. 
The rate for the previous month was 73 
in 1,000. 

Senator James E. Murray, Montana, 
speaking 21 June at a luncheon meeting 
of the New York Board of Trade, urged 
disposal of Government-owned surplus 
materials in a manner which will aid 
“backward areas of the country.” He also 
recommended shipment of such mate- 
rials to Latin American countries until 
such time as export demands can be met 
through normal peacetime channels. 

The Senate’s subcommittee on War 
Contracts, stated Senator Murray, has 
been informed that the surplus in the 
hands of the Government at the end of 
the war would amount to $100,000,000,- 
000. Of this amount, he stated, there 
will be about $16,000,000,000 in factories ; 
about $24,000,000,000 in barracks, airports 
and other real property; and about $60,- 
000,000,000 in raw materials, weapons of 
war, food, clothing, medical equipment 
and other civilian products. An estimated 
$20,000,000,000 in surplus goods will be 
located in foreign countries. 


Pointing out that his particular con- 
cern was in preventing a further centrali- 
zation of business in already over-de- 
veloped aeras, Senator Murray stressed 
the fact that the surplus war property, 
especially new factories, tools and ma- 
chinery, must be administered in such a 
Way as to help backward areas. 


He felt also that disposal of surplus 
material to Latin Amé@rican countries, 
making use of normal distribution chan- 
nels wherever possible, was due in recog- 
nition of the role which most of them 
have played during the war years. 


Cavalry Unit Cited 


Battle honors have been awarded in 
the name of the President to the 2nd 
Squadron, 5th Cavalry Regiment, of the 
First Cavalry Division, for extraordi- 
nary heroism on Los Negros Island, Ad- 
miralty Group. The citation follows: 

“The 2nd Squadron, 5th Cavalry, is cited for 
extraordinary heroism in overcoming un- 
usually difficult and hazardous conditions in 
battle. On 29 February 1944, this unit, land- 
ing on Los Negros Island, Admiralty Group, 
New Guinea, which was held by a determined, 
entrenched enemy in greatly superior nu- 
merical strength, quickly destroyed the im- 
mediate enemy defense, established its beach- 
head, and occupied the enemy airstrip within 
a few hours. 

“The forcefulness and aggressiveness of its 
assault overwhelmed the enemy initially, and 
the brave spirit of the personnel of the squad- 
ron permitted the early seizure of a secure 
hold on the enemy territory. In subsequent 
operations for three days and three nights, 
the 2nd Squadron valiantly extended the con- 
trolled area by day and initiated the work 
prescribed for its mission under enemy fire, 
and by night stood by its defenses and re- 
pulsed determined and continuous infiltrating 
and harassing groups of the enemy, and on 
the second and third nights repulsed concerted 
counterattacks by the enemy in such force 
that annihilation of the squadron might easily 
have resulted except for the grim determi- 
nation with which the squadron maintained 
its defenses.” 








Gen. Bonesteel to New Post 

Maj. Gen. Charles H. Bonesteel, com- 
mandant of the Infantry School, Fort 
Benning, Ga., has been appointed com- 
manding general of the Western Defense 
Command. He succeeds Lt. Gen. Delos 
Emmons, whose new assignment has not 
been announced. 

Maj. Gen. Robert Lewis, commanding 
general of the northwest sector of the 
Western Defense Command, holds tem- 
porary command until the arrival of Gen- 
eral Bonesteel. 





Merchant Marine 

The War Shipping Administration has 
disclosed that the months leading up to 
D-day brought enormous increases in re- 
quirements for ships and cargo space to 
supply the armed forces that were to in- 
vade Europe. By working with ship op- 
erators, seagoing personnel, longshore- 
men and ship repair yards, they were able 
to reduce turnaround time during the 
three months before D-day to provide the 
equivalent of 123 additional ships each 
month to the substantial merchant fleet 
on the North Atlantie run. This involved 
a saving of 3,700 ship days per month. 

Systems were worked out whereby in- 
coming ships were met by representatives 
of operating agencies and before they 
dropped anchor it had been determined 
what repairs were needed to make them 
seaworthy in the shortest possible time. 
When necessary they were taken immedi- 
ately to waiting repair yards where men 
and materials were ready to start repairs 
on a round-the-clock schedule. Repairs 
were completed in hours instead of days. 
There was never a delay in loading, long- 
shoremen were waiting ready to move the 
tonnage from the piers to the ship’s holds. 
Tankers were equipped with spar decks 
enabling them to carry hundreds of planes 
and other fighting equipment. 

Captain Granville Conway, Deputy Ad- 
ministrator of WSA sent a letter to all 
agents and operators pointing out that 
their cooperation “made possible the suc- 
cessful fulfillment of our commitments of 
available shipping for D-day.” 


Denies Ship “Cutback” 

Rear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret., 
Chairman of the Maritime Commission 
and War Shipping Administrator this 
week denied emphatically all rumors of 
a cut back in the commission’s construc- 
tion program. Admiral Land stated, “Let 
me say emphatically that the work load 
in these shipyards is to be increased very 
shortly and not decreased or cut back.” 
He revealed that the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
were urging them to increase current ef- 
fort to deliver Ships in every possible way, 
and that the present requirements exceed 
the existing contracts. 


Investigate Ship Failures 

Two agencies reported this week that 
their investigations into structural failure 
of merchant vessels led to the conclusion 
that faulty design and faulty welding 
practices were the principal causes for 
erackups. 

In a report made public 16 June, a 
board composed of Rear Adm. Harvey 
Johnson, USCG, Engineer in Chief of the 
Coast Guard; Rear Adm. Howard L. 
Vickery, USN, Vice Chairman of the 
Maritime Commission; Rear Adm. E. L. 
Cochrane, USN, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ships, and Mr. David Arnott, vice presi- 
dent and chief surveyor of the American 
Bureau of Shipping, said: 

“Pending the accumulation of greater 
knowledge resulting from service experi- 
ence and research as to the origin and 
propagation of cracks, careful considera- 
tion should be given in new welded ship 
designs to the provision of means for 
arresting the progression of cracks once 
started. In the case of the Liberty ships, 
directives have been issued for the in- 
stallation of four longitudinal riveted 
joints in the strength deck through the 
mid-length for this purpose.” 

The board reminded that without gen- 
eral use of welding the speed and volume 
of naval and merchant ship construction 
would not have been reached. Riveted 
ships are liable to plate fractures also, 
but in such a ship fractures usually are 
confined to the single plate, whereas in 
a welded ship, in essence a single piece of 
steel, fractures are liable to spread. 

All-welded small merchant vessels, 
landing craft and destroyer escorts have 
had “outstandingly successful perform- 
ance,” the board reported. 

A similar report was filed 20 June by 
a subcommittee of the House Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries Committee. 

The committee reported that although 
steps are being taken to reduce fractures, 
and though there was a three-month pe- 
riod in which no failures occurred, plate 
fractures still are occurring. 

Like the board, the committee stated 





that few fractures were due to faulty 
steel plate, and reminded that other types 
of vessels than the Liberty ship were ip- 
volved.

U. S. War Communiques 


CINPAC 
No. 50, 15 June 

Assault troops have secured beachheads on 
Saipan Island and are advancing inland 
against artillery, mortar, and machine gun 
fire. Virtually all heavy coastal and anti- 
aircraft batteries on the island were knocked 
out by Naval gunfire and bombing. Our 
troops have captured Agingan Point. In the 
town of Charan Kanoa, brisk fighting is con- 
tinuing. 

The enemy has attempted several counter- 
attacks with tanks. These attacks have been 
hroken up by our troops with the support of 
ships and aircraft. 

In general, fighting is heavy but good prog- 
ress is being made against well organized 
defenses, 

No. 51, 16 June 

Chichi Jima, and Haha Jima in the Bonin 
Islands and Iwo Jima in the Voleano Islands 
were attacked by carrier aircraft on 14 June 
(West Longitude Date). Thirty-three enemy 
fighters which attempted to intercept our 
forces at Chichi Jima were shot down. Four 
multi-engined seaplanes were damaged at 
Chichi Jima. At Iwo Jima two airborne 
enemy aircraft were probably destroyed and 
14 were destroyed on the ground. 

One medium cargo ship was sunk by bomb- 
ing at Chichi Jima, and four small cargo ships 
and six small craft were damaged. A me- 
dium transport, discovered underway near 
the Bonins, was heavily damaged by aircraft 
and later sunk by one of our destroyers. One 
hundred and twelve survivors were rescued 
and made prisoners of war. 

Ground installations, including barracks, 
airfields, and fue] tanks were bombed by our 
aircraft. 

Our losses were four aircraft and five flight 
personnel. 

No. 52, 16 June 

United States assault troops are engaged in 
bitter fighting against defending forces on 
Saipan Island. 

On 14 June and during the night of 14-15 
June our troops were withdrawn a short dis- 
tance toward the beach in some sectors in the 
face of intense mortar and artillery fire. Posi- 
tions were consolidated and during the night 
our Naval forces carried out a- heavy bom- 
bardment of enemy strong points. 

On the morning of 15 June enemy resistance 
in the strongly held sector north of Charan 
Kanoa was broken. At midday a major ele- 
ment of our forces commenced an attack 
which advanced our line nearly one-half mile 
in the southern sector of the island. Lesser 
advances were made in other sectors. 

Our assumption that Saipan Island would 
be strongly held because of its strategic lo- 
cation in the Japanese defensive system has 
been proven correct. Preliminary estimates 
indicate there are upwards of two divisions of 
enemy troops defending Saipan. 


No. 53, 17 June 

United States Marines supported by ele- 
ments of an Army Infantry division have im- 
proved their positions on Saipan Island, and 
are driving forward toward Aslito airdrome. 
Harassment of our beachheads by enemy 
mortar fire has been considerably reduced. 

On the night of 14 June enemy torpedo 
planes launched an attack against our carrier 
force, but were repulsed without damage to 
our ships. 

Our heavy surface units bombarded Guam

Island on 15 June. 

Liberators of the Eleventh Army Air Force 
bombed Matsuwa, Paramushiru and Shi- 
mushiru on 14 June. Five enemy aircraft 
were airborne near Matsuwa but only one at- 
tempted to attack our force, and did no dam- 
age. Fourteen enemy fighters appeared over 
paramushiru and several made attacks caus- 
ing damage to one of our planes. One enemy 
fighter was probably shot down and an enemy 
medium bomber was damaged. Ventura 
gearch planes of Fleet Air Wing Four also 
pombed Paramushiru and Shimushru on 14 
June. Fifteen enemy fighters attacked our 
force, causing minor damage to several of our 
aircraft. Shimushiru was again attacked by 
Eleventh Army Air Force Liberators on 15 
June. 

Army, Navy and Marine aircraft of Cen- 
tral Pacific Air Forces bombed objectives in 
the Marshall Islands and Eastern Caroline 
Islands on 13 and 15 June. 

No. 54, 17 June 

United States Marines and Army troops ad- 
yancing east across the southern portion of 
Saipan Island, made gains averaging 1500 
yards during the night of 15-16 June and on 
16 June. The area now held by our forces 
extends from a point just south of Garapan 
for a distance of approximately five and one- 
half miles to Agingan, and extends inland 
two miles at the point of deepest penetration. 
Our forces have captured Hinashisu due east 
of Lake Susupe. 

Our positions were under sustained enemy 
fire during the night of 15-16 June, and be- 
fore dawn on 16 June the enemy launched a 
determined counterattack. This attack, 
which was broken up, cost the enemy heav- 
ily in lives and destroyed more than 25 
enemy tanks. 

Early in the morning of 16 June our troops 
launched the offensive which resulted in gen- 
eral advances. Some of our forward echelons 
penetrated the Naval air base at Aslito Air- 
drome but were later withdrawn under severe 
enemy fire. 

During the action on 16 June our aircraft 
bombed and strafed enemy positions, and 
during the night of 15-16 June enemy strong 
points were shelled by our ships. 

On 15 June one of our destroyer transports 
encountered five enemy coastal cargo ships 
and sank them. Twenty-nine survivors were 
rescued and made prisoners of war. 

No. 55, 18 June 

In the early morning of 17 June the 
enemy launched an amphibious counterattack 
against our forces on Saipan. A group of 
troop-carrying barges attempted a landing 
south of Garapan, but were repulsed by our 
armed landing craft. Thirteen enemy barges 
were sunk.

Four planes failed to return from 
the mission. Of these, one was lost due to 
antiaireraft action over the target. Two failed 
to return due to accidents, and of these the 
crew of one is known to be safe. A fourth 
airplane is missing.

In the sector between Tilly-sur-Seulles and 
Caen armored clashes continued to take place.

air forces today operated almost unopposed 
from the Brest Peninsula to Belgium and the 
Netherlands and penetrated deep into eastern 
France. The effort of heavy day bombers ex- 
ceeded even yesterday’s figures. The targets 
included airfields at Le Bourget, Creil, Or- 
leans-Bricy and Etames-Mondesir in France 
and Brussels-Melsbroek in Belgium and Eind- 
hoven in the Netherlands. 

After escorting the bombers our fighters 
hit numerous road, rail and military targets 
in France. 

Before dawn medium and light bombers hit 
communications targets near Caen in close 
support of our ground forces. Attacks were 
made on a marshalling yard at Mezidon and 
against bridges and traffic centers at Aunay- 
sur-Odon, Falaise, Vire, Vimoutiers and 
Flers. 

Fighters, fighter-bombers and rocket-firing 
fighters, some of them operating from bases 
in Normandy, gave close support to the troops 
in the Cherbourg Peninsula, cutting railroads 
and attacking large enemy convoys. Other 
fighters score rocket hits on barges and bat- 


teries. Coastal] aircraft harassed E-boats near 
Le Tourquet. 
Shortly after midnight seven enemy M- 


class minesweepers were intercepted west of 
the Minquiers Rocks by the Polish naval ves- 
sel Piorun and HMS Ashanti (Comdr. J. R. 
Batnes, RN) while on patrol. Action was 
joined at about 3,000 yards, the enemy being 
illuminated with star shells. 

The enemy vessels were repeatedly hit, and, 
scattering, some of them sought shelter un- 
der guns of the coastal batteries on the Is- 
land of Jersey. 

Of the seven enemy vessels engaged, three 
were observed to sink and one was seen to 
receive such damage that its survival was con- 
sidered unlikely. Of the remaining three, two 
were left stopped and burning fiercely. 


No. 19, 15 June 

On all parts of the front Allied forces con- 
tinue to carry the fight to the enemy. 

The heaviest fighting has taken place in 
the Carentan, Montebourg and Caen areas. 
Airborne troops have successfully beaten off 
attempts made by the Germans to retake 
Carentan and are again pushing southward 
from the town. They have also advanced far- 
ther to the west in the Les Sablons-Baupte 
vicinity. 

Heavy armored attacks and counter-attacks 
persist in the-€aen-Tilly-sur-Seulles area. 

The development of the beaches is making 
good progress, and the unloading of troops 
and stores steadily is increasing. 

Allied air forces continued their 
yesterday afternoon and evening on com- 
munications and road convoys in the Cher- 
bourg Peninsula in support of our ground 
forces. Rail traffic was also bombed and, in 
a surprise attack on the enemy airfield at Le 
Mans, about a dozen enemy aircraft were de- 
stroyed on the ground. 

Before dusk heavy night bombers with fight- 
er escort attacked E-boats and the dockside 
at Le Havre. During the night they bombed 
the railway centers of Douai and St. Pol and 
troop concentrations at Evrecy and Aunay- 
sur-Oden. Five bombers are missing from 
these operations.

U. 8S. FORCES IN CHINA 
14 June 

Concentrated attacks by the Fourteenth 
AAF in the Tungting Lake-Yangtze River 
battle areas continued to harass Japanese 
operations. 

In a night bombing mission 12 June B-25’s 
raided airdromes at Hankow, Wuchang and 
Pailuchi. At Hankow and Wuchang bombs 
landed on hangars and field installations caus- 
ing destructive fires. At Pailuchi, northeast 
of Tungting Lake, bombs destroyed or dam- 
aged fifteen Japanese planes in revetments. 


16 June 

A mission of approximately 100 aircraft, 
composed of B-25’s, P-5l1’s and P-40’s struck 
at the Wuchang marshalling yards, causing 
considerable damage. No opposition was met 
over the target. Upon leaving, a flight of P- 
38’s contacted eight Japanese fighters, de- 
stroying two and damaging one. 

Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault’s Chinese- 
American Composite Wing hit a radio station 
and a troop concentration north of Chang- 
sha, damaging the station and killing many 
troops. P-40's sweeping along the Laotao 
River wiped out a machine-gun nest, then 
strafed and damaged warehouses and boats. 
Fighters strafed and bombed the lake area 
east of Yiyang, sinking 150 boats, among 
them double-decked troop carriers. 

On the Yuannan front 100 dead Japanese 
were counted at Chiakungtang after fighting 
in which the town was captured by our forces. 
The material captured consisted largely of 
stocks of ammunition and a number of rifles 
and machine guns. 

Mamienkwan village, lost to the enemy 13 
June, was reoccupied by our forces the next 
day. 

Our troops are now attacking enemy posi- 
tions southeast of Chiangtso and east of 
Chiaotou, In the fighting near Chiangtso the 
enemy suffered an estimated 100 casualties. 

Strong enemy reinforcements from the 
Tengyueh area attacked the Shweli River 
bridgehead on the Tengyueh-Lungling road 
and forced a crossing. The bridge was de- 
stroyed by our forces, who had prepared it 
previously for demolition. Our reinforce- 
ments moved to intercept these troops and 
are now in combat north of Lungling. 

Heavily 
troops, the enemy ecounter-attacked at 
Hsiangta, from which they had been driven 
13 June, and regained the town. They suf- 
fered considerable casualties. 

The heaviest fighting was going on in the 
southeastern suburbs of Changsha and around 
the northern peak of Uyehlu Mountain all day 
yesterday and lasting well into the night, but 
within the city everything seemed to be as 
quiet as usual.

Bar Books From Services 
A resolution protesting the _ restric- 


books for the Armed Forces, and terming 
it an alarming encroachment on free- 
dom, was adopted this week by the Coun- 
cil on Books in Wartime. The Council 
said that many distinguished books of 
general circulation are now forbidden for 
Army and Navy use. The resolution was 
addressed to the President, Postmaster- 
General, Secretaries of War and the 
Navy, Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives and the President of the Senate. 

As a result of the Soldiers’ Vote Act, 
as interpreted by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, the following books 
already have been barred from purchase 
by the armed services, the Council said: 
“Yankee From Olympus” by Catherine 
Drinker Bowen, a biography of Chief 
Justice Holmes, which is a Book-of-the- 
Month Club selection and a leading best- 
seller; “The Republic” by Charles A. 
Beard, of which ten installments ap- 
peared in Life Magazine; “Slogum 
House,” a novel by Mari Sandoz: and 
“One Man’s Meat,” a book of essays by 
BE. B. White. 

The resolution follows: 

“Recognizing the special importance of a 
free literature in wartime, the Council on 
Books in Wartime believes it tg-be its duty 
to take note of an apparently increasing ten- 
dency on the part of some branches of govern- 
ment to encroach on that freedom. Two recent 
restrictions on book distribution seem to 
them particularly alarming as a menace to 
the role of books in a democracy at war. 

“The Soldiers’ Vote Act of 1944 provided 
that any books of general circulation here- 
after purchased by the Army shall not con- 





tain ‘political argument or political propa- 
ganda of any kind designed or calculated to 
affect the result of any election’ for Federal 
officers. This discrimination is directed only 
against books; magazines and newspapers of 
general circulation are not covered by this 
blanket order. As interpreted by the Army, 
it prevents Army purchase of any general 
book, or its use in the Armed Services Edi- 
tions, if it includes even a passing expres- 
sion of opinion on national politics or on 
United States political history, and this act 
has already eliminated for the Army use a 
number of distinguished books. 

“The Post Office Department, as most re- 
cently exemplified in the case of the novel, 
‘Strange Fruit,’ seems tending toward an in- 
creasing resort to star chamber action in de- 
nying the use of the mails to works which 
deal honestly and courageously with basic 
problems of our democracy. This latest ban 
was also extended to cover any publication 
carrying an advertisement of the book. The 
fact that such an action could occur, even 
though it was later withdrawn, must remind 
us of the eternal vigilance which is the price 
of liberty. 

“The Council on Books in Wartime form- 
ally records its anxiety over these manifesta- 
tions of intolerance on the part of its gov- 
ernment. 

“We believe that censorship of matters 
other than those affecting security in wartime 
cannot be left to the arbitrary will of indi- 
viduals, even if legally authorized, without 
grave jeopardy to democratic freedom of the 
press.”

plants, or on the railroads and steam- 
ships that are carrying the guns and 
ammunition to our fighting men. 
“Let’s put these crooners to work at 
something useful! Our men are dying in 
Burma and in the jungles of the South- 
west Pacific. They’re dying in Italy and 
in the air over Germany. There’s too 
much sorrow among the families of our 
fighting men to waste any tears on a 
master of ceremonies out of a soft job! 
If we have to close the night clubs, I say, 





let’s lock them up and the poolrooms and 
bowling alleys with them, and let’s do | 
without perfume and jewelry, if that will | 
help get the war over sooner.” | 
The General carries out the same line 


of reasoning in his own military organ. 
ization. He believes thoroughly in the 
efficiency of the new War Department 
organization which set up the Army 
Service Forces along with the Army 
Ground Forces and the Army Air Forces, 
but whether or not this is the type of or- 
ganization which should continue per- 
manently after the war, he is not ready to 
say. Whether the arms and services shall 
retain their individual identities in the 
permanent post-war set up, or whether 
they shall be amalgamated in a perma- 
nent Air-Ground-Supply organization, he 
has not yet determined. Those are mat- 
ters for further study; right now his 
time and energies are being devoted to 
the problem at hand—win the war. 

This singleness of purpose has won re 
sults as is now being evidenced on the 
beaches from Normandy to the Southwest 
Pacific and China. 

The results, too, show sharply in some 
of the larger accomplishments of the 
Army Service Forces during 1943:

Took care of 3,850,000 patients in our 
hospitals ; 

Inducted 2,430,000 men into the Army; 

Handled 1,800,000 overseas radio mes- 
sages ; 

Recruited 61,000 WACs; 

Supplied the troops with $81,000,000 of 
merchandise through our Army Exchange 
Service; 

Handled 5,000 general courts martial; 

Procured 25,000 officers over and above 
the product of OCS; 

Did $2,400,000,000 of construction ; 

Guarded more than 175,000 prisoners 
of war and worked tens of thousands of 
them ; 

Did $500,000,000 of maintenance and 
repair work ; 

Conducted 1,350,000 religious services 
for the troops; 

Had 17,500 pieces of real estate under 
lease on which we were paying an an- 
nual rental of $53,000,000; 

Obligated $45,700,000,000 and disbursed 
$49,900,000,000 ; 

Paid $1,476,000,000 in 3,000,000 family 
allowance accounts ; 

Took over and ran the railroads in a 
period of national peril ; 

Distributed 1,000,000 textbooks to the 
armed services and enrolled more than 
12,000 students a month in correspon- 
dence courses.

Navy’s Decline and Renaissance 

Senator Walsh. of Massachusetts, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs. has prepared a most in- 
teresting pamphlet on “The Decline and 
Renaissance of the Navy, 1922-1944,” 
which has heen printed by the Govern- 
ment Printing Office. 

In presenting the publication to the 
Senate, Mr. Walsh said that “In view of 
the fact that the United States Govern- 
ment will be confronted with the prob- 
lem of the kind and size of the Navy fol- 
lowing the present World War. it seems 
to me that a brief history of the de- 
terioration and rejuvenation of the Navy 
following World War No. 1 would be 
timely and informative.” Accordingly. the 
Senator said. he prepared the history 
pointing out the policy of the Government 
during these years and the steps taken 
in recent years to rebuild our Navy to 
its present strength. 

Senator Walsh’s history is divided 
into three parts: 1922-30, the period of 
decline: 1932-36, the period of awaken- 
ing: 1936-44, the rebuilding and expan- 
sion of the Navy. Subjects considered are 
the effect on the size of the Navy of the 
limitation of armaments treaties, the 
Hepburn report, Guam, and a summary 
of the expansion legislation from 1938 
to the present time.

Navy Nominations 

The President this week submitted the 
nominations of Capts. Robert O. Glover, 
USN, and Frank E. Beatty, USN, to be 
temporary rear admirals in the Navy. 

Confirmed by the Senate was the nomi- 
nation of Commo. Andrew F. Carter, 
USNR, as temporary rear admiral in the 
Naval Reserve, while serving as execu- 
tive, Army-Navy Petroleum Board. 


Pass Glider Pay Bill 


Legislation providing additional pay 
for members of glider crews was passed 
by the House and Senate this week. Fol- 
lowing endorsement by the War Depart- 
ment of the bill sponsored by Representa- 
tive Powers of New Jersey, the measure 
was passed by the Senate. 

Fifty per cent flying pay is provided 
for members of glider units, but to in- 
sure that glider crewmen will not receive 
greater additional pay than parachutists, 
the bills provide that the additional pay 
shall not exceed $100 per month for offi- 
cers, Warrant oflicers and nurses, and $50 
a month for enlisted men. 

In a statement in support of the bill, 
Mr. Powers called attention to the addi- 
tional pay given fliers and parachuists 
and said: 

“In introducing TTR 4466 it was my pur- 
pose to provide legislative means where- 
by recognition could be extended in the 
form of additional pay for the hazards 
confronting airborne operations. 

“To date no recognition has been given 
military personnel assigned to glider 
units. Possibly this class of personnel 
has been overlooked inasmuch as they 
are essentially ground forces. In reach- 
ing their objective in combat.and in 
training. this personnel, however. under- 
goes all of the hazards of aerial opera- 
tions and the additional hazards incident 
to flight of unpowered aircraft still in 
the experimental stage of development. 
This type of flight also requires landing 
in unprepared fields where collision with 
natural and artificial objects is the rule 
rather than the exception. Furthermore, 
the altitude at which such operations are 
conducted does not permit utilization of 
parachutes in the ordinary cases of emer- 
gency. 

“Under the circumstances, I am con- 
vineed that the Congress should take im- 
mediate action to provide necessary legal 
authority whereby the extraordinary 
patriotic duty performed by the glider 
borne troops can receive at least some 
recognition. I, of course, do not pretend 
that the sacrifices of these men and wom- 
en can be compensated by money alone.” 


War Role of Railroads 

AJ. Gen. Charles P. Gross, Chief of 

Transportation of the Army, Rear 
Adm. William Brent Young. Chief of the 
Rureau of Supplies and Accounts and 
Paymaster General of the Navy. and Col. 
J. Monroe Johnson. Director of the Office 
of Defense Transportation, on a program 
presented by the Mutual Broadeastine 
System, 21 June. told of the part Ameri- 
ean railroads played and are playing in 
the invasion. 

Interviewed in Washington by Albert 
R. Reatty. an official of the Association of 
American Railroads, they reviewed the 
months of transnortation of men and sup- 
plies which made the operation possible. 

“Without the railroads,” said General 
Gross, “the war might of our country 
could not be mobilized.” 

From January through May of this 
year, he stated, the American railroads 
moved for the Army alone about 630.000 
carloads of tanks, trucks, arms and am- 
munition, petroleum and other supplies. 
In addition to this, they transported more 
than five million troops travelling under 
orders. 

Admiral Young told of the heavy and 
unweildy shipments often made by the 
Navy. 

“Supplies for our vessels had to reach 
the docks in time to meet sailing dates.” 
he said. “The ra‘lroads have never failed 
to meet these schedules.” 

Colonel Johnson pointed out that an 
estimated 70 per cent of the freight traffic 
of American railroads and about 50 per 
cent of their passenger traffic are directly 
or indirectly identified with the war ef- 
fort. 


Extend Maternity Care 
The 1945 Labor Department Apvro 
priation Bill, passed by the Senate late 
last week, will extend government as- 
sistance to wives of Army aviation ca 
dets who are having babies, a 
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Liberalize Insurance 


Senator George, Ga., introduced this 
week a bill sponsored by the Veterans’ 
Administration to liberalize provisions of 
the National Service Life Insurance Act 
of 1940. 

The Administrator of Veterans’ affairs 
has given the following summation of the 
changes from evisting law provided in the 
proposed legislation: 

Payments dune at time of death of the 
insured would be paid to his estate when 
no person within the permitted class of 
beneficiaries survives him. 

Insurance would be paid in eases in 
which death occurs within the required 
six months of total disability, and the 
time for applying for continuance of 
waiver of premiums would be extended 
until one year after the date of the en- 
actment of this legislation, 

It wonld prevent lapse of insurance 
when the insured is not enttiled to 
waiver of premiums on account of total 
disability, because death occurred prior 
to the continuance of total disability for 
6 months. 

Application for insurance benefits 
could be filed any time within 5 years 
after the death of the insured. Present 
law sets a limit of one year for such fil- 
ing, but the change is needed because de- 
mirtments have not annonuneed some 
deaths until more than a year after the 
death occurred. 

As an alternative to the manner of 
payments now provided, the bill provides 
for a refund life income, if elected by the 
insured. This would guarantee payment 
of the full face value of the insurance 
and will assure an income throughout the 
life of the first beneficiary under the 
policy. 

Authorization would be given a bene- 
ficiary to apply for a waiver of premiums 
if the insured dies after having been con- 
tinuously disabled for 6 or more months 
without having applied for a waiver 
which could have been granted upon his 
application. 

Brig. Gen. Hines, Administrator, de- 
clared in his explanatory letter that en- 
actment of the bill (S. 2015) would 
authorize payment of many meritorious 
claims ruled out by existing law. 


Planes Rout Jap Fleet 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, command- 
ing the 5th Fleet. reports the sinking of 
four and possibly five Japanese ships and 
the damaging of at least nine others ina 
thrust between the Marianas 
and the Philippines, 19 June. 

First attacked by enemy planes near 
Saipan, it is estimated that 353 of these 
planes were destroyed. One of our battle- 
ships and two carriers were damaged and 
21 of our aircraft were lost in combat. 

The enemy forces, when attacked by 
our aircraft, consisted of four or more 
battleships, five or six carriers, five fleet 
tankers and attached cruisers and de- 
stroyers. Our losses in this action were 
19 aircraft. This destruction or damaging 
of at least 14 enemy ships was ranked 
among the greatest blows dealt the Jap- 
anese fleet to date.

Admiral William F. Halsey, who re- 
cently commanded the South Pacific Area 
and South Pacific Force, has heen as- 
signed to the command of the Third 
Fleet, which will operate in the Pacific 
as one of the task fleets. 

Comparative quiet in the Sonth Pa- 
cific was given as the reason for the 
change by Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
who announced the assignment 17 June.

President Wladyslaw Raczkiewicz of 
the Polish Government-in-Exile this week 
decorated five American officers for their 
aid in rebuilding Poland’s forces.

Capt. P. M. Birkeland, 
and Capt. F. J. Nimitz who received the 
Golden Cross of Merit.
